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HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  OREM. 


The  Town  of  Orem  is  located  on  what  is  commonly  known 
as  Provo  Bench.  The  growth  of  the  district  up  to  this  time 
was  such  that  it  became  imperative  that  some  suitable  culi¬ 
nary  water  supply  be  arranged  for.  This  is  the  principal  reason 
that  the  town  was  incorporated.  Therefore,  in  the  spring  of 
1919,  by  petition  of  80  per  cent  of  the  people,  the  County  Com¬ 
missioners  by  resolution  created  the  Town,  with  the  'following 
appointed  officers : 

Lawrence  Snow,  president;  J.  Wm.  Gillman,  N.  A.  Jacob¬ 
sen,  Emery  McKellep,  and  James  A.  Loveless,  Jr.,  as  trustees, 
and  R.  K.  Homer  as  clerk.  These  officers  held  these  positions 
with  the  exception  of  James  A.  Loveless,  Jr.,  who  resigned, 
until  January,  1920,  when  the  following-  were  elected:  Lawr¬ 
ence  Snow,  president;  J.  W.  Gillman,  N.  A.  Jacobson,  Emery 
McKellep  and  Orson  Prestwich  with  R.  K.  Homer  at  clerk. 
These  men  held  office  until  the  next  regular  town  election  in 
November,  1921,  when  the  following  set  of  officers  were  elect¬ 
ed  :  Lawrence  Snow,  president ;  J.  Wm.  Gillman,  Orson 
Prestwich,  John  E.  Christensen,  and  A.  H.  Lowe  as  trustees 
with  R.  K.  Homer  as  clerk. 

Immediately  after  the  creation  of  the  town  a  bond  elec¬ 
tion'  was  called  and  a  bond  for  One  Hundred  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars  ($110,000.00)  was  voted  by  the  people.  This  money 
was  borrowed  from  the  State  of  Utah  at  five  and  one -half  per 
cent  interest  for  a  term  of  twenty  years.  A  sufficient  supply 
of  pure  mountain  spring  water  was  purchased  and  a  very 
satisfactory  and  modern  culinary  water  system  was  con¬ 
structed. 
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Chapter- 24,  Title  16,  Compiled  Laws  of  Utah,  1917,  as 
amended  by  Chapters  17  and  18,  Session  Laws  of  1921  and 
others. 

783.  Incorporation.  Suits.  A  majority  of  the  electors 
of  any  town  having  a  population  of  not  less  than  300  desiring 
to  incorporate,  may,  on:  petition  for  that  purpose  to  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  said  town  is 
situated  (said  petition  to  set  forth  the  section,  township,  en¬ 
try  and  boundary  lines  proposed,  and  to  be  approved  by  said 
board,  and  a  copy  thereof  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county 
recorder),  and  on  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  title, 
be  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  under  the  name 
and  style  proposed.  Such  town  may  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  which  it  may  change  at  pleasure,  and  may  sue  and  be 
sued  in  its  corporate  name. 

784.  Board  of  Trustees.  President.  There  shall  be  a 
board  of  Trustees  in  said  town,  to  be  appointed  by  the  board 
of  county  commissioners,  to  consist  of  a  president  and  four 
trustees,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said 
town,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  next  municipal 
election  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified ; 
thereafter  the  said  president  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall 
be, chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  hold  their 
offices  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected 
and  qualified.  The  president  and  each  trustee  shall,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  a  bond  with 
good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  president 
payable  to  the  town,  in  such  penal  sum  as  may,  by  ordinance 
or  resolution,  be  directed,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  the  payment  of  all 
moneys  received  by  him  according  to  the  laws  and  ordinances 
of  said  town 5  provided,  that  the  bond  of  the  president  shall  be

To  regulate 
or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  horses,  mules,  asses  battle 
swme,  sheep,  goats,  geese,  and  all  kinds  of  poultry  within  tie 
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limits  of  the  town ;  to  establish  a  pound  and  appoint  a  pound- 
keeper  and  prescribe  his  duties,  and  to  distrain  and  impound 
animals  running  at  large,  and  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  the 
same  in  the  manner  as  provided  for  the  sale  of  estrays  by 
the  laws  of  the  state;  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of 
such  animals,  after  the  payment  of  costs,  shall  go  to  the  town 
treasury. 

786x5.  Trees,  Etc.  To  provide  'for  the  protection  of 
shade  trees,  monuments,  and  other  public  property  in  such 
town. 

786x6.  Liquor  and  Other  Licenses,  Regulation  of  Liq¬ 
uor  Traffic.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress  and  prohibit 
billards,  pool,  bagatelle,  pigeon  hole  and  any  other  table  or 
implement  kept  or  used  for  similar  purposes,  and  to  license  and 
regulate  hotel  and  tavern  keepers,  eating  houses,  restaurants, 
theatres,  picture  shows,  apothecaries  and  photogiaphers,  and 
the  business  of  corporations  and  companies,  and  to  license  and 
regulate,  or  prohibit  the  manufacturing,  selling,  giving  away, 
or  disposition  in  any  manner,  of  any  intoxicating  liquor ;  and 
to  prohibit  the  keeping  for  sale,  or  disposition  contrary  to  law, 
or  being  concerned  in  so  keeping,  or  the  maintaining  oi  places 
where  such  liquors  are  being  kept  for  such  purposes,  oi  the  ob¬ 
taining  of  such  liquors  by  fraud  from  any  practising  physician 
or  druggist,  or  in  any  manner  aiding  in  the  selling, .  giving 
away,  manufacturing,  keeping,  distributing,  or  disposition  of 
such  intoxicating  liquor  contrary  to  law ;  provided  no  license 
for  such  purpose  shall  be  issued  by  the  town  board  of  any 
town  where  the  qualified  electors  of  such  town  have  voted 
“against  sale”  of  intoxicating  liquor  and  the  town  board  of 
such  town  shall  prohibit  the  manufacturing,  selling,  giving 
away,  keeping  for  sale,  or  the  disposition  in  any  manner,  of 
■  any  intoxicating  liquors,  except  the  manufacture  and  sale 
thereof  as  provided  by  law,  and  in  any  town  where  the  quali¬ 
fied  electors  have  voted  “for  sale”  of  intoxicating  liquors  such 
town  board  .shall  have  the  right  to  determine  the  amount  to  be 
paid  for  liquor  licenses,  as  provided  by  law,  and  said  licenses 
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shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  are  required  by  the 
general  laws  of  the  State,  and  may  provide  such  other  reason¬ 
able  regulations  as  such  town  board  may  deem  advisable  Any 
town  may  provide  for  and  enforce  obedience  to  all  ordinances 
ot  regulations  adopted  or  passed  pursuant  to  the  authority 

ereby  granted  by  fixing  such  penalties  as  local  conditions 
may  to  such  town  board  seem  to  require,  provided  that  such 
penalties  shall  be  within  the  limitation  set  forth  in  IJZn 
lb/  oi  the  Compiled  Laws  of  Utah,  1917. 

,  . 786x7 ■  Show  Licenses.  To  license  and  regulate  all  ex¬ 

hibitions  of  showmen,  concerts,  theatricals,  circuses  travel¬ 
ing  shows  public  dances  and  amusements,  and  to  suppress 
any  of  the  foregoing  which  are  indecent. 

786x8.  Public  Morals.  Peace  and  Order.  Sale  of  Narco¬ 
tics  to  Minors,  Etc.  To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants,  prosti¬ 
tutes,  and  libertines;  to  prevent  intoxication,  fighting  gambl¬ 
ing,  quarreling,  dog-fights,  cock-fights,  and  all  disorderly  con-- 
duct  and  to  provide  against  and  prevent  the  offense  of  assault ' 
and  battery,  and  petit  larceny;  to  restrain  riots,  routs,  noises, 
disturbances,  or  disorderly  assemblies,  in  any  street,  house  of 
place  in  the  town ;  to  regulate  or  prevent  the  discharge  of  fire- 
arms  rockets,  powder,  fireworks,  or  any  other  dangerous  or 
combustible  material,  m  the  streets,  lots,  grounds,  alley's  of 
about  or  in  the  vicinity  of  public  buildings ;  and  to  prohibit’the 
sale,  giving-  away  or  furnishing  of  tobacco,  opium  or  other 
narcotics  to  any  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

786x9.  Policemen  and  Watchmen.  To  appoint  police¬ 
men  and  watchmen,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  powers  and 
qualifications.* 

786x10.  Gambling,  Etc.  To  prohibit  and  suppress  dis¬ 
orderly,  lewd,  or  gambling  houses,  and  all  devices  for  gamb¬ 
ling,  and  to  suppress  all  drunkenness,  rout,  riot,  noise  dis¬ 
turbance  or  disorderly  assemblage. 
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786x11.  General  Taxes.  Limit.  To  levy  an  annual  tax 
for  general  corporation  purposes  on  all  such  property  as  shall 
be  subject  to  county  and  state  taxes,  and  such  tax  shall,  when 
so  levied,  constitute  a  lien  on  all  such  property,  and  shall  be 
collected  as  county  and  state  taxes  are  collected;  provided, 
that  all  taxes  for  such  purposes  in  one  year  shall  not  exceed 
four  mills  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  so  assess¬ 
ed,  unless  two  thirds  of  the  electors  voting  at  a  special  elec¬ 
tion  called  for  that  purpose  shall  vote  a  larger  per  cent  to  be 
levied;  but  in  no  case  shall  said  tax  exceed  nor  electors  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  levy  more  than,  six  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  assessed 
valuation  aforesaid  in  one  year. 

786x12.  Streets,  Sidewalks,  Etc.  To  lay  out,  construct, 
open,  grade,  pave,  and  otherwise  improve  streets,  lanes,  alleys, 
sidewalks,  and  crosswalks,  and  to  vacate  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof ;  to  prohibit  encumbering  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  side¬ 
walks,  and  crosswalks  with  any  materials  whatever,  and  to 
prohibit  riding  or  driving  on  sidewalks,  except  to  cross  the 
same. 

786x13.  Water,  Canals,  Water  Tax.  To  lay  out,  con¬ 
struct,  open,  and  keep  in  repair  canals,  water  ditches  or  water 
pipes;  to  conduct  water  for  artifical  light  and  power  purposes 
and  construct,  own  and  operate  such  artifical  light  and 
power  plants;  or  water  pipes  for  irrigation,  domestic  or  other 
use  for  the  inhabitants  of  such  town.  For  the  purpose  of  pro¬ 
tecting  the  water  that  is  used  for  culinary  and  domestic  uses 
from  pollution,  their,  jurisdiction  shall  extend  over  the  stream 
or  source  from  which  it  is  taken  from  the  natural  stream ;  and 
to  annually  assess  and  collect  a  water  tax  of  not  to  exceed 
.  four  mills  for  such  purposes  upon  the  property  in  said  town. 

786x14.  Prosecution  and  Defense  of  Actions,  Duty 
of  Town  Attorney.  Costs  of  Appeal.  To  direct  the  prose¬ 
cution  and  defense  of  action  at  law  in  which  said  town 
may  be  a  party.  Whenever  a  criminal  action  for  the  violation 
of  any  town  ordinance  is  appealed  to  the  District  Court  for  the 
county  in  which  said  town  is  situated,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
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ill  which  said  action:  originated.  "  reasl,ry  of  the  town 
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of  the  town  shall  be  received  as  evidence  in  all  courts  and 
places: without  further  proof,  or  if  printed  in  a  book  or  pamph¬ 
let  form  by  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  they  shall 
be  so  received ;  provided,  that  the  Board  of  Town  Trustees 
may.  at  its  option,  order  that  a  certified  cop)  of  any  ordinance 
be  posted  in  three  public  places  within  the  town,  and  when  so 
posted,  no  further  publication  shall  he  deemed  necessary. 

786x19.  Appoint  Officers,  Etc.  To  appoint  a  clerk,  a 
marshal,  attorney,  treasurer.,  and  justice  of  the  peace,  and  such 
other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  good  order  and  well 
being  of  such  town;  define  their  duties,  remove  them  from 
office  at  pleasure,  and  require  them  to  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  and  give  bond  as  shall  be  provided  by  ordinance,  which 
oath  and  bond  shall  he  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  hoard  of 
trustees,  except  the  bond  of  the  clerk,  which  shall  be  filed  with 
the  treasurer.  Provided  that  the  said  justice  of  the  peace 
shall  have  and  exercise  all  of  the  powers  which  are  provided 
by  law  for  other  justices  of  the  peace  and  shall  receive  there¬ 
for  such  fees  for  such  services  as  are  provided  'by  law  for  pre¬ 
cinct  justices  of  the  peace;  provided  further,  that  all  other 
officers  of  the  town  shall  receive  such  salaries  as  may  be  fixed 
by  ordinance. 

787.  Fines  and  Imprisonment.  Jurisdiction  of  Justice. 
To  enforce  obedience  to  the  ordinances  of  the  town,  the  board 
of  trustees  may  ordain  and  provide  such  fines,  forfeitures,  and 
penalties  as  it  may  deem  proper,  to  be  prosecuted  before  the 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  precinct  in  which  such  town  may  he 
situated,  and  in  the  name  o  fthe  corporation,  and  all  expenses 
incurred  in  prosecutions  for  the  recovery  of  any  fine,  forfeiture, 
or  penalty  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation,  and  all  fines  and 
forfeitures  when  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  corporation  as 
may  be’  provided  by  ordinance ;  provided,  that  the  fines  or 
penalties  for  any  ’offense  shall  he  less,  than  $100.00,  and  the  im¬ 
prisonment  shall  not  exceed  three  months,  and,  provided  fur¬ 
ther,  that  in  case  the  fine  and  costs,  or  either  are  not  paid,  the 
court  before  whom  the  conviction  is  had  may  order  the  person 
committed  to  the  county  jail  at  hard  labor  until  such  fine  or 
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penalty  and  costs  arc  fully  paid,  but  under  no  circumstances 
shall  a  person  be  imprisoned  upon  one  conviction  for  more 
than  three  months.  The  expense  of  boarding  such  prisoner 
shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation.  A  justice  of  the  peace  before 
whom  any  case  is  tried  shall  hold  court  in  the  town  where  the 
■  o  tense  was  committed.  The  board  of  trustees  are  hereby 
authorized  to  erect  a  jail  for  said  town,  and  when  erected  per¬ 
sons  committed  for  violation  of  said  ordinances  shall  be  im- 
prisoned  in  said  jail. 

788.  Clerk.  Duties.  The  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees 
in  each  town  shall  have  the  custody  of  and  safely  keep  the 
corporate  seal,  records,  books,  and  papers  thereof  entrusted  to 
him  by  the  hoard  of  trustees,  and  shall  attend  all  meetings  of 
the  board,  and  record  all  its  proceedings ;  and  he  shall  audit  all 
accounts  allowed  by  the  board,  and  shall  am, anally  make  and 
keep  posted  m  Ins  office,  a  statement  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town,  including  all  receipts  and  disburse¬ 
ments,  debts  due  to  or  owing  by  the  town,  the  names  of  the 
parties  to  or  from  whom  such  debts  are  due,  and  on  what  ac¬ 
count  such  debts  were  contracted,  the  source  from  which  ail 
receipts  were  received  and  upon  what  accounts  such  expendi¬ 
tures  were  made;  and  he  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

789.  Marshal.  Duties  and  Powers.  The  marshal  of 
each  town  shall  possess  the  same  powers,  be  subject  to  like 
liabilities,  and  exercise  the  same  privileges  as  are  possessed 
and  conferred  by  law  upon  constables,  to  execute  such  lemal 
orders  as  may  be  required  o  fhim.  * 

790\  Administering  Oaths.  The  president  or  any  trus¬ 
tee  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees  to  act  as  such  president 
in  his  absence,  may  administer  oaths  to  any  person  when  nec¬ 
essary  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duties. 

791. .  Change  of  Limits.  The  provisions  for  disincorpor¬ 
ating  cities  and  for  annexig  territory  thereto,  and  for  detach¬ 
ing  territory  lying  within  but  on  the  border  thereof,  as  provid- 
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ed  in  Chapters,  20,  21  and  22  of  this  title  (Secs.  770-781),  as 
far  as  may  be,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  towns. 

609.-  Officer  Not  to  Have  Interest  in  Public  Contracts. 
Acceptance  of  Franks  and  Favors  Prohibited.  Exceptions. 
Penalty.  No  officer  of  any  city,  town  or  municipal  corpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract, 
work  or  business,  or  in  the  sale  of  any  article,  the  expense, 
price,  or  consideration  of  which  is  paid  from  the  treasury,  or 
by  any  assessment  levied  by  any  act  or  ordinance,  nor  in  the 
purchase  of  any  real  estate  or  any  other  property  belonging 
to  the  corporation,  or  which  shall  be  held  for  taxes,  or  assess¬ 
ments,  or  by  virtue  of  legal  process,  at  the  suit  of  said  cor¬ 
poration,  mayor  or  other  officer  of  said  city,  town,  or 
municipal  corporation,  and  no  officer  or  employee  of  any  city, 
town  or  municipal  corporation  shall  accept  or  receive  directly 
or  indirectly  from  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  operating 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  said  city,  and  railroad,  inte'rur- 
ban  railroad,  street  railroad,  gas  works,  water  works,  electric 
light  or  power  plant,  heating  plant,  telegraph  line,  telephone 
exchange  or  other  business  using  or  operating  under  a  public 
franchise  any  frank,  free  ticket  or  free  service  or  accept  or 
receive  directly  or  indirectly  from  any  such  person,  firm  or 
corporation  any  other  service  upon  terms  more  favorable  than 
is  granted  to  the  public  generally.  Any  violation  of  the. 
provisions  of  this  'section  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  and  every 
such  contract  or  agreement  shall  be  void.  Such  prohibition 
of  free  transportation  shall  not  apply  to  policemen,  firemen 
or  health  officers,  nor  shall  any  free  service  to  any  city  offi¬ 
cers  or  to  the  municipal  corporations  heretofore  provided  by 
any  franchise  be  affected  by  this  section. 

577.  May  Contract  for  Lighting  Public  Places.  Terms. 
The  Board  of  Commissioners  or  City  Council  of  any  -city  in 
this  State  or  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  any  incorporated  town 
in  this  State  may  enter  into  a  contract  on  behalf  of  such  city 
or  town  for  the  lighting  of  its  'public,  buildings,  streets,  alleys 
or  other  public  places,  for  such  period  of  time  as  such  Board 
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of  Commissioners,  City  Council  or  Board  of  Trustees  may 
deem  advisable,  not  to  exceed  three  years. 

630.  Jurisdiction  of  City  and  Town  Justices.  The  City 
or  Town  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  have  exclusive  original 
jurisdiction  of  cases  arising  under  or  by  reason  of  the  viola¬ 
tion  of  any  city  or  town  ordinance,  and  shall  have  the  same 
powers  and  jurisdiction  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  all  other 
actions,  civil  and  criminal. 

631.  Practice  in  Justice’s  Court.  Appeals.  The  rules 
of  practice  and  mode  of  procedure  in  a  city  or  town  justice’s 
courts  shall  be  the  same  as  are  or  may  'be  prescribed  by  law 
for  justice’s  courts  in  like  cases,  except  as  herein  otherwise  ex¬ 
pressly  provided.  From  all  final  judgments  of  a  city  or  town 
justice’s  court  an  appeal  may  be  taken  by  either  party  in  a  civil 
case,  or  by  the  defendant  in  a  criminal  case,  to  the  district 
court  of  the  county,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  appeals 
from  justice’s  courts  in  similar  cases. 

632.  Jury  Trial.  All  actions  before  a  city  or  town 
justice  arising  under  the  city  or  town  ordinance  shall  be  tried 
and  determined  by  such  justice,  without  the  intervention  of 
jury,  except  in  cases  where  imprisonment  for  a  longer  period 
than  thirty  days  is  made  a  part  of  the  penalty,  or  where  the 
maximum  fine  may  exceed  $50.  The  defendant  shall  demand 
a  trial  by  jury  before  the  commencement  of  the  trial,  and  when 
such  a  demand  shall  be  made  a  jury  shall  be  empaneled,  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  for  the  impaneling  of  a  jury  in  other 
justice’s  courts. 

633.  Vacancy.  Disqualification.  Salary.  Fees.  If  a 
vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  a  city  or  town  justice  the 
mayor  or  president  of  the  town  board  by  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  city  council  or  town  board  shall  forthwith  fill  such  vac¬ 
ancy  by  appointment  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  person  so 
appointed  shall  qualify  in  the  manner  as  a  city  or  town  justice, 
and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  conferred  by  law 
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upon  such  city  justice.  In  case  any  city  or  town  justice  shall, 
for  any  reason,  be  unable  or  disqualified  to  perform  the  duties 
of  his  office,  or  shall  be  absent,  the  mayor  or  president  of  the 
town  board  shall  appoint  some  other  justice  of  the  peace,  re¬ 
siding  within  the  county  to  act  as  city  or  town  justice  of  the 
peace  pro  tern,  and  he  shall  have  the  powers  and  discharge  the 
duties  of  such  city  or  town  justice,  during  the  existence 
of  such  disability  or  absence  only,  in  the  same  maner  and  to 
the  same  extent,  as  the  city  or  town  justice  might  have  done. 
The  city  justice  shall  receive  such  salary  for  his  services  while 
exercising  jurisdiction  under  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  the 
city  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance.  A  town  justice  shall 
receive  such  fees  for  his  services  as  are  prescribed  by  law,  for 
precinct  justice  of  the  peace.  The  city  council  may  further 
prescribe,  by  ordinance,  the  compensation  which  the  city  jus¬ 
tice  shall  receive  while  exercising  the  civil  powers  and  juris¬ 
diction  of  justices  of  the  peace  as  prescribed  by  law;  and  when 
such  compensation  is  determined  by  ordinance,  as  aforesaid, 
all  fees  paid  by  the  city  justice  in  civil  cases  shall  be  paid  by 
the  justice  receiving  the  same  to  the  city  treasurer. 

634.  Fines  and  Forfeitures.  All  fines,  penalities,  and  for¬ 
feitures  for  violation  of  any  city  or  town  ordinance  shall  be 
paid  by  the  officer  receiving  the  same  to  the  city  or  town  trea¬ 
surer. 

635.  Warrants.  To  Whom  Issued.  All  warrants  issued 
by  the  city  or  town  justice  for  violation  of  any  general  law  of 
the  State"  or  ordinance  of  the  city  or  town  shall  run  to  the 
sheriff  or  any  constable  of  the  county,  or  to  the  marshal  or 
any  policeman  of  the  city  or  town.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Tc  vn  of 
Orem : 

Section  I.  Ihat  all  ordinances  of  a  general  nature  now 
m  force  in  the  Town  of  Orem,  as  revised,  compiled  and  here¬ 
inafter  set  forth  in  30  chapters  and  numbered  in  sections  con¬ 
secutively  from  1  to  280,  both  inclusive,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
adopted,  passed,  published  'and  declared  to  be  the  revised 
ordinances  of  the  Town  of  Orem,  County  of  Utah  State  of 
Utah. 


REVISED  ORDINANCES  OF  THE  TOWN 
OF  OREM 


CHAPTER  1. 

Section  1.  Repealing  Existing  Ordinances.  The  or¬ 
dinances  contained  in  this  chapter,  and  the  chapters  following 
shall  be  known  as  “The  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  Town  of 
Orem,”  and  so  far  as  their  provisions  are  the  same  in:  effect 
as  those  of  previously  existing  ordinances  they  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  as  continuations  thereof,  but,  subject  t  othe  above  limi¬ 
tation  and  the  limitation  of  the  provisions  of  the  next  section, 
all  ordinances  and  resolutions  of  the  town  heretofore  in  force, 
except  such  as  are  of  a  private,  local  or  temporary  nature,  in¬ 
cluding  franchises,  grants,  dedications,  and  special  levies  for 
local  assessments,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  Accrued  Rights.  Neither  these  revised  -  ordin¬ 
ances  nor  the  above  repealing  section  shall  affect  any  act  done, 
any  right  accrued,  any  penalty  incurred,  any  suit,  prosecution, 
or  proceeding  pending,  or  the  tenure  of  office  of  any  person 
holding  office,  at  the  time  when  they  take  effect,  nor  shall  the 
repeal  of  any  ordinance  hereby  have  the  effect  of  reviving  any 
ordinances  heretofore  repealed  or  superseded. 

Sec.  3.  *  Meaning  of  Words.  Words  used  in  the  Revised 
Ordinances  in  the  present  tense  include  the  future  as  well  as 
the  present;  words  used  in  the  masculine  gender  include  the 
feminine  and  neuter;  the  singular  number  includes  the  plural, 
and  the  plural  the  singular;  the  word  person  includes  firm  and 
corporation  as  well  as  natural  person. 
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Sec.  4.  Liability  of  employers  and  agents  to  penalty  for 
violation  of  ordinances.  When  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance 
prohibit  the  commission  or  omission  of  an  act,  not  only  the  per¬ 
sons  actually  doing  the  prohibited  thing  or  omitting  the  direct¬ 
ed  act,  but  also  the  employer  and  all  other  persons  concerned, 
or  aiding  or  abetting  therein,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  offense  des¬ 
cribed,  and  liable  to  the  penalty  prescribed  for  the  offense. 

Sec.  5.  Power  to  issue  permits  granted  to  certain  officials 
by  implication.  When  the  provisions  of  any  ordinance  prohibit 
the  commission  of  any  act  without  a  permit  of  a  certain  official 
or  officials,  such  official  or  officials  shall  have  and  they  are 
hereby  given  the  power  to  grant  a  permit  for  the  performance 
of  such  act. 

Sec.  6.  Meaning  of  the  word  “Street.”  The  word  “street” 
or  “streets”  when  used  in  an  ordinance  shall  be  construed  as 
including  alleys,  lanes,  courts,  public  squares,  public  places  and 
sidewalks,  unless  such  construction  would  be  inconsistent  with 
the  manifest  intent  of  the  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  Penalty  for  violating  ordinances.  Any  person 
violating  any  provision  or  provisions  of  any  ordinance  includ¬ 
ed  in  these  Revised  Ordinances,  or  ordinances  hereafter  enac¬ 
ted,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  unless  other 
provision  is  made,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  ninety-nine  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  When  an  ordinance  shall  go  into  effect.  Amend¬ 
ments.  All  ordinances  enacted  after  the  adoption  of  the  Re¬ 
vised  Ordinances  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk  and  shall  not  go  into  effect  until  ten  days  after  the  date 
of  their  publication,  or  posting,  unless  ofterwise”  expressly 
provided  therein.  These  Revised  Ordinances  shall  not  be 
amended  by  interlineation,  but,  in  the  future,  amendments  shall 
be  made  by  re-enacting  the  section  or  subdivision  as  amr tided. 
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Sec.  9.  Enacting  clause.  The  enacting  clause  of  all  ordi¬ 
nances  of  the  town  of  Orem,  hereafter  passed,  shall  be  in  the 
following  form:  “Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Town  of  Orem,”  and  no  enacting  clause  shall  be  used  in 
any  section  of  any  ordinance,  except  the  first.

Appointive  Officers. 

Sec.  12.  Appointment.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
appoint  all  appointive  officers  and  agents  that  may  be  provided 
for  by  law  or  ordinance,  and,  in  like  manner,  fill  all  vacancies 
among  the  same,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law ;  pro¬ 
vided,  that  elective  officers  shall  have  t  he  sole  right  to  appoint 
all  their  deputies  and  assistants,  who  shall  be  confirmed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  13.  Terms.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,

Sec.  14.  Meetings  and  Quorum.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  be  composed  of  the  President,  and  four  trustees,  elected 
as  provided  by  law';  it  shall  hold  stated  meetingsvon  the  second 
Thursday  of  each  month  at  the  town  hall,  commencing  at  7 :30 
o’clock  p.  m. ;  and  adjourned  meeting's  may  be,  held  from  time 
to  time  as  c ir cu m s t a nc e s\u ay  require.  A  majority  shall  form 
a  quorum  to  do  business.  The  President  or  anw  two  trustees 
may  call  special  meetings  by  giving  notice  thereof  to  each 
member  served  personally,  or  left  at  his  usual  placq  of  abode. 
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Sec.  15.  Attendance  may  be  compelled.  When  there  are 
not  enough  members  of  the  Board  present  at  any  of  its  meet¬ 
ings  to  form  a  quorum,  the  members  present  are  hereby  em¬ 
powered  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  and 
may.  when  necessary,  direct  the  marshal  to  bring  in 'such  ab¬ 
sent  members  under  arrest. 

Sec.  16.  Fine.  Should  any  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  refuse  or  neglect  to  attend  any  meeting  of  the  Board 
when  notified  by  the  marshal,  or  other  proper  officer  that  his 
attendance  is  necessary  to  form  a  quorum  (unless  he  shall  pre¬ 
sent  an  excuse  satisfactory  to  the  Board  at  its  next  regular 
meeting)  or  should  any  member  leave  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  when  in  session,  without  the  consent  of  the  Board, 
when  such  leaving  would  break  the  quorum,  he  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  he  may  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  17.  Vacancy.  Whenever  from  any  cause  there  shall 
exist  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  President  or  Trustee,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  fill  the  same  by  election  until  the  next 
municipal  election. 

Sec.  18.  Shall  keep  a  journal.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  sit  with  open  doors  and  keep  a  journal  of  its  own  pro¬ 
ceedings. 

Sec.  19.  When  Yeas  and  Nays  shall  be  Taken.  The  yeas 
and  nays  shall  be  taken  upon  the  passage  of  'all  ordinances  and 
all  other  cases  at  the  request  of  any  'member,  which  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  journal  of  its  proceedings;  and  the  concur¬ 
rence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  neces- 
.sary  to  the  passage  of  any  such  ordinance  or  proposition. 

Sec.  20.  Reconsideration  of  vote.  No  vote  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  be  reconsidered  or  rescinded  at  a  special 
meeting  unless,  at  such  special  meeting  there  be  present  as 
large  a  number  of  the  Board  as  were  present  when  such  vote- 
was  taken. 
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Sec.  21.  Reports.  Any  report  of  a  committee  of  the 
Board  shall  be  deferred  for  final  action  thereon  to  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  after  the  report  is  made,  by  re¬ 
quest  of  two  members  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  22.  Rules.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may  from  time 
to  time  make  such  rules  'for  the  government  of  its  proceedings 
as  it  may  deem  necessary  and  proper. 

Sec.  23.  May  punish  or  expel  its  members.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  may  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  conduct, 
and  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  expel  a  member  for  cause,  but  no  members 
shall  'be  expelled,  unless  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  charge 
against  him,  and  afforded  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in  his 
own  defense;  and  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  witnesses,  and  the  production  of  papers  when 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  such  hearing. 

Sec.  24.  President  pro  tern.  During  the  temporary 
absence  or  disability  of  the  President,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  act  as  President,  pro  tern, 
who,  during  such  absence  or  disability,  shall  possess  the  power 
of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  25.  Members  of  the  Board  not  to  hold  created 
office.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  or  be 
appointed  to  any  office  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the 
salary  of  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased  while 
he  was  a  member  during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected, 
and  for  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  such  term. 

Sec.  26.  When  ordinances  take  effect.  Publication.  All 
ordinances,  before  taking  effect,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office 
of  the  town  clerk:,  and  published  at  least  once  in  some  news¬ 
paper  published  within  the  town,  or  if  there  is  no  newspaper 
published  within  the  town,  then  by  posting  in  three  public 
places  therein,  and  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  tenth  day  after 
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its  publication  unless  provided  in  the  ordinances' that  it  shall 
take  effect  at  an  earlier  or  a  later  date;  provided,  that  when¬ 
ever  a  revision  is  made,  and  the  revised  ordinances  are  pub¬ 
lished  by  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  no  further  publi¬ 
cation  shall  be  deemed  necessary.  The  town  clerk  shall  record 
all  ordinances  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  together  with 
the  affidavits  of  publication  by  the  publisher,  or  his  agent,  or 
if  posted,  with  the  certificates  of  due  posting  thereof ;  and 
said  book,  or  a  certified  copy  of  the  ordinances  under  the  seal 
of  the  town  shall  be  received  as  evidence  in  all  courts  and 
places  without  further  proof,  or  if  printed  in  book  or  pamphlet 
form  by  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  they  shall  be  so 
received;  provided  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  may,  at  its  op¬ 
tion,,  order  that  a  certified  copy  of  any  ordinance  be  posted  in 
three  public  places  within  the  town,  and  thereafter  no  'further 
publication  shall  be  deemed  necessary.

Sec.  27.  Requisities.  Presentation.  Time  for  allowance. 
All  claims  against  the  town  for  damage  or  injury  alleged  to 
have  arisen  from  the  defective,  unsafe,  dangerous  or  obstructed 
condition  of  any  street,  alley,  cross-nvalk,  sidewalk,  culvert  or 
bridge,  or  from  the  negligence  of  the  town  in  respect  thereto, 
shall  within  thirty  days  after  the  happening  of  such  injury  or 
damage,  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  claimant  or  some  authorized  person,  and  prop¬ 
erly  verified,  describing  the  time,  place,  cause  and  extent  ol 
the  damage  or  injury,  as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  28.  Other  claims.  All  claims,  other  than  those 
mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section,  must  be  verified  by 
the  claimant  or  his  authorized  agent,  before  the  town  clerk  or 
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some  other  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  present¬ 
ed  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  within  one  year,  after  the  last  item 
of  the  amount  or  claim  accrued. 


CHAPTER  6. 


Dogs. 


Sec.  29.  Tax.  Every  person  owning  or  having  in  charge 
any  dog  or  bitch  within  the  corporate  limits  of  this  town  shall, 
pay  for  the  use  of  the  town  an  annual  tax  of'  one  dollar  for 
every  such  dog  and  two  dollars  for  very  such  bitch. 


Sec.  30.  Application  and  payment.  Application  and  pay¬

Sec.  34.  Unlawful  to  deprive  dog  of  collar.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  deprive  a  registered  dog  of  its  col¬ 
lar,  or  put  a  registered  tag  on  any  dog  not  registered. 

Sec.  35.  Vicious  and  dangerous  dog  running  at  large, 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  suffer  or  allow  to  run  at 
large  any  dog  or  bitch,  owned  or  possessed  by  him,  known  to 
be  vicious  or  dangerous,  or  to  have  bitten  any  person.,  while 
peaceably  passing  along  any  street,  sidewalk,  or  alley  of  this 
town. 

Sec.  36.  Prohibited  in  places  of  worship.  It  shall  be  un¬ 
lawful  for  the  owner  of  any  dog'  to  permit  the  same  to  enter  or 
be  in  any  place  of  worship  during  public  service.

, mules,  cattle  or  swine,  nor  ten  cents  each  for  goats  or  sheep, 
which  shall  be  received  by  the  pound  keeper.  Fees  for  feeding 
I'*'  animals  shall  be  reasonable  and  governed  by  the  price  of  for- 
f  age  at  the  time.'  Fees  for  posting  notices  and  for  advertising 
'  shall  not  exceed  a  fair  compensation.  All  .  fees  received  or 
■collected  by  the  pound  keeper  shall  be  paid  into  the  town 
treasury  monthly.

Sec.  46.  Interference  with  pound  keeper.  It  shall  be  un¬ 
lawful  for  any  person  to  take  his  own  animal  or  that  of  any 
other  person  out  of  the  custody  of  a  person  holding  the  same 
for  damages  done  by  it,  or  out  of  the  town  pound,  by  stealth, 
by  fraud,  or  by  force;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  'for  any  person 
to  interrupt  or  hinder  any  one  while  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duty  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  47.  Malicious  impounding.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  maliciously  or  mischieviously  secrete  or  im¬ 
pound  the  animal  of  another  or  to  maliciously  or  mischievous¬ 
ly  aid  or  abet  therein. 

Sec.  48.  Bill  of  sale.  Upon  the  sale  of  any  animal  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  the  pound  keeper  shall  execute  a  bill  of 
sale,  transferring  said  animal  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
thereof,  which  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form  :

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Sec.  49:  Penalty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  ninety-nine  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  town 
jail  not  more  than  three  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im¬ 
prisonment. 


CHAPTER  10. 

Excavations. 

:c.  50.  Excavations  to  be  protected.  Every  person  who 
shai'  hereafter  make  any  excavations  for  cellars  or  other  pur- 
poses  upon  any  street  or  sidewalk  or  upon  any  lot  abutting' 
upon  any  street  or  public  highway  within  this  town,  shall  pro¬ 
tect  the  same  by  a  fence  of  sufficient  height  and  strength  to 
prevent  persons  and  animals  lawfully  upon  said  streets  or  side¬ 
walks  from  falling  into  such  excavations,  and  where  such  exca¬ 
vation  is  upon  any  street  or  sidewalk  or  where  any  street  or 
sidewalk  is  otherwise  obstructed,  a  lighted  lantern  or  other, 
proper  and  suitable  light  shall  be  affixed  to  such  fence,  or  over 
or  near  such  obstruction,  and  be  kept  burning  the  whole  of 
every  night  such  excavation  or  obstruction  shall  remain;' pro¬ 
vided,  that  where  there  is  a  trench  dug  for  water  or  sewer  pur¬ 
poses  it  shall  be  necessary  only  to  have  a  light  burning  the 
whole  of  each  and  every  night  that  the  said  trench  shall  re¬ 
main,  at  each  end  of  the  said  trench  and  not  more  than  one 
hundred  yards  apart  and  on  each  side  of  each  crossing  on  said 
trench,  and  at  each  angle  thereof. 

Sec.  51.  Penalty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  chapter,  and  any  person  who  shall  maliciously  or 
.wantonly  extinguish  or  remove  any  light  placed  as  herein  pro¬ 
vided,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
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viction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
ninety-nine  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  town  jail  not 
more  than  three  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison¬ 
ment. 


*  CHAPTER  11. 

Explosives  and  Combustibles. 

Sec.  52.  Amount  to  be  stored.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person,  without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to 
keep  at  any  one  time  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds  of  gun  or 
blasting  powder  in  any  store,  shop  or  private  house  within  the 
town  limits,  or  to  keep  the  same  in  any  other  manner  than  in 
the  original  packages  of  the  manufacturers,  and  conspicuously 
labelled  “Powder.” 

Sec.  53.  How  weighed.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per¬ 
son  within  the  town  limits  to  weigh  or  dispose  of  any  powder 
by  artificial  light,  other  than  electric  light,  except  when  such 
powder  is  in  covered  tin  cannisters. 

Sec.  54.  Sale  of  certain  explosives  prohibited.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  store,  sell,  or  give  away  any  herc- 
ules  or  giant  powder,  nitro-glycerine,  dynamite,  or  other  pow¬ 
erful  explosive  without  a  grant  from  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  55.  Supervision  of  marshal.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  keep  or  store  any  coal  oil,  benzine,  naphtha, 
Danforth  fluid  or  gasoline,  in  any  store  house,  warehouse  or 
cellar  within  the  town  limits  in  any  other  manner  than  may 
'from  time  to  time  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  under 
the  supervision  of  the  marshal. 

Sec.  56.  Prohibiting  discharge  of  fireworks  without  per¬ 
mission.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  within  the  limits 
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of  this  town  to  discharge  or  set  off  any  rocket,  squib,  fire 
cracker,  giant  powder  or  other  fire  works,  without  first  ob¬ 
taining  the  permission  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees,  which  permission  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  specify  the 
time  when  and  the  place  where  such  fire  works  may  be  dis¬ 
charged  or  set  off. 

Sec.  57.  Movable  light  near  hay  prohibited.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  within  the  town  limits  to  use  any 
lighted  candle  or  movable  light  in  any  place  containing  hay, 
straw  or  other  combustible  matter,  except  such  light  be  kept 
safely  inclosed  in  a;  lantern  or  other  suitable  covering.. 

Sec.  58.  Penalty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  tine  of  not 
more  than  ninety  nine  dollars,  or  iby  imprisonment  in  the  town 
jail  not  more  than  three  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im¬ 
prisonment. 


CHAPTER  12. 

Health 

Sec.  59.  Board  of  Health.  Appointment.  The  board  of 
health  shall  consist  of  the  president,  and  two  other  citizens  to 
be  appointed  by  the  president,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  board  of  trustees.  The  president  shall  'be  ex- 
officio  chairman  of  the  board. 

Sec.  60.  Duties  and  Powers  of  the  Board.  The  board  of 
health  shall  exercise  general  supervision  of  the  health  of  the 
town,  and  put  into  effect  all  measures  necessary  to  promote 
the  health  and  cleanliness  thereof.  It  shall  cause  all  nuisances 
of  every  description  on  public  and  private  property  to  be

abated.  It  shall  use  all  due  measures,  and  adopt  all  necessary 
rules  and  regulations,  to  prevent  the  introduction  or  spread 
within  the  town  or  within  five  miles  thereof  of  any  malignant, 
contagious,  or  infectious  disease ;  and  remove,  quarantine  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  any  person  or  persons,  clothing  or  effects 
attacked  with  or  having  been  exposed  to  such  disease.  It  shall 
make  a  report  to  the  board  of  trustees  the  last  meeting  in  each 
fiscal  year,  or  oftener  if  directed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  of 
all  its  proceedings,  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  town  and 
the  cleanliness  thereof,  and  shall  make  such  recommendations 
as  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  will  improve  the  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  town.  It  shall  have  power  to  stop  and  prevent 
the  discharge  of  sewage  from  any  premises  within  the  town 
limits  into  and  upon  any  public  highway,  stream,  water  course 
or  public  place,  or  into  any  drain,  cesspool  or  private  sewer 
and  to  order  a  connection  to  be  made  with  the  public  sewer 
from  any  premises  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  said  board  of 
health  the  public  interests  shall  demand  it.  Said  board  shall 
have  power  to  require  the  prompt  repair  of  all  leaks,  or  other 
defects  in  plumbing  throughout  the  town,  and  to  have  power 
to  condemn  and  abate  all  plumbing  which  is  deficient  under 
the  plumbing  ordinances.  And  where  'from  change  of  oc¬ 
cupants  or  of  business,  or  from  other  cause,  it  may  be  neces¬ 
sary.  in  the  opinion  of  said  board  to  alter  the  kind  or  increase 
the  number  of  plumbing  fixtures  in  any  building  it  shall  have 
the  power  to  compel  such  alteration  or  increase  to  be  made. 

Sec.  61.  Duty  of  Board  of  Health.  The  board  of  health 
shall  take  notice  of  all  ordinances  relating  to  the  sanitary  con- 
,  ditions  of  the  town  and  enforce  the  same,  and  to  this  end,  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  enter,  in  the  day  time,  any  premises, 
house  or  building  in  the  town  or  within  five  miles  thereof. 

Sec.  62.  Meeting  of  the  Board.  Meetings  may  be  called 
at  any  time  by  the  president,  or  by  the  other  members  of  the 
board. 

Sec.  63.  School  Books.  Distribution  and  Disinfection. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  to  cover  school  books  with  cloth  or  any 
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material  other  than  paper.  In  all  schools,  academies,  and  col¬ 
leges  where  there  is  a  free  distribution  of  school  books,  such 
books,  having  been  once  used,  shall  have  the  paper  covers  re¬ 
moved  and  shall  be  thoroughly  disinfected  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  of  the  board  cut  health ;  there  shall  be  no  distribu¬ 
tion  oftener  than  is  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  collect  '  \ 

from  students  in  schools,  academies  and  colleges,  any  pencils, 
sponges,  or  penholders,  generally  used  by  such  students  and 
distribute  the  same  to  other  students,  except  after  disinfec¬ 
tion.  , 

Sec.  64.  Rules  and  Regulations' in  Health  in  Relation  to 
the  Quarantine  of  and  Disinfection  After  Certain  Contagious 
or  Infectious  Diseases.  The  following  rules  and  regulations 
in  relation  to  the  quarantine  of,  and  disinfection  after  scarlet 
fever,  small-pox,  diphtheria,  bubonic  plague,  epidemic  cerebro¬ 
spinal  meningitis,  whooping  'cough,  measles,  typhoid  fever, 
chicken  pox,  and  other  infectious  or  contagious  diseses  are 
hereby  adopted  and  declared  to  be  in  force  in  this  town :  b  I 

A.  Any  physician,  or  other  person  caring  for  the  sick 
in  this  town,  and  every  person  having  knowledge  of  the  exis¬ 
tence  in  this  town  of  any  of  the  diseases  hereinafter  mentioned, 
or  any  other  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  shall  make  a  re¬ 
port  of  the  existence  of  such  disease  to  the  board  of  health, 
on  forms  to  be  furnished  by  said  board  of  health;  said  report 
shall  be  made  within,  five  hours  after  such  physician,  or  other 
person  becomes  aware  of  the  existence  of  any  case  of  scarlet 
fever,  small-pox,  diphtheria,  bubonic  plague,  epidemic  cere- 
bro-spinal  meningitis,  whooping  cough,  typhoid  fever,  measles, 
chicken  pox,  or  any  acute  contagious  eruptive  diseases  in  his 
or  her  charge,  or  within  his  or  her  knowledge;  additional  cases 
occurring  in  the  same  house  shall  be  reported  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner  as  the  first  case;  provided,  that  if  the  existence  of  such 
disease  be  discovered  after  five  o’clock  p.  m.  or  before  eight 
o’clock  a.  m.,  or  on  a  legal  holiday,  it  shall  be  reported  as  soon 
as  may  be,  but  not  later  than  twelve  o’clock  noon,  next  there¬ 
after. 


B.  The  board  of  health  may  at  all  reasonable  times,  and 
after  the  exercise  of  proper  disinfection,  in  accordance  with 
the  methods  of  the  board,  permit  any  person  not  affected  with 
any  of  the  diseases  in  these  quarantine  rules  specified  to  leave 
the  premises  wherein  any  of  said  diseases  may  exist;  provided, 
that  the  board  of  health  may  require  any  such  person,  although 
properly  disinfected,  to  be  detained  in  some  isolated  house  or 
room  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  determine  whether  or  not 
such  person  has  contracted  any  such  disase  to  which  he  or  she 
may.  have  been  exposed. 

C.  It  shall  ’be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health  to  place 
near  the  front  door  or  main  entrance  and  upon  the  outside  of 
any  dwelling  house,  living  room,  or  apartment,  wherein  is 
domociled  any  person  having  Spanish  influenza,  scarlet  'fever, 
small-pox,  •diphtheria,  bubonic  plague,  or  epidemic  cerebro¬ 
spinal  meningitis,  immediately  upon  the  discovery  of  the  ex¬ 
istence  df  any  such  disease,  a  flag  not  less  than  eighteen 
inches  in  length  by  twrnlve  inches  in  height,  upon  which  is 
printed  in  plain  black  letters  at  least  six  inches  in  height,  the 
name  of  the  disease  which  therein  exists. 

D.  From  the  time  of  the  discover}^  of  any  of  the  said  dis¬ 
eases  until  the  quarantine  on  such  premises  shall  have  been 
lemoved  it  shall  be  unlawful  ‘for  any  person  not  a  practicing 
physician  to  leave  such  premises  wherein  is  domiciled  any  per¬ 
son  having  any  of  the  diseases  in  the  preceding  paragraph  de¬ 
scribed,  without  first  obtaining  permission  from  the  town  phy¬ 
sician. 

E.  It  shall  b$  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health  to  place 
upon  the  outside  of  any  dwelling  house,  living  room  or  apart¬ 
ment  wherein  is  domiciled  any  person  or  persons  having 
measles  or  whooping  cough  or  chicken  pox,  and  near  the  front 
door  or  main  entrance  thereto  immediately  upon  the  discovery 
of  the  existence  of  such  disease,  a  white  card  at  least  twelve 
inches  in  length  by  eight  inches  in  width  upon  which  is  printed 
in  plain  black  letters  at  least  three  inches  in  height  the  name 
of  the  disease  which  exists  therein. 


. 
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F.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  of  persons  suffer¬ 
ing  from  either  of  the  diseases  mentioned  in  rule  five  to  leave 
such  premises  after  the  discovery  of  such  disease,  until  'fully 
recovered,  and  until  quarantine  thereon  has  been  lawfully  re¬ 
moved  ;  and  it  shall  be  likewise  unlawful  for  any  parents  or 
guardians  to  allow  children,  whether  actually  suffering  from 
either  of  said  diseases  or  not,  to  leave  the  premises  where 
either  of  the  said  diseases  exists  from  the  time  of  the  discovery 
of  the  disease  until  the  removal  of  the  quarantine  thereon, 
without  first  obtaining  permission  from  the  town  physician. 

G.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  other 

than  the  proper  officials,  to  cut,  mar,  burn,  deface,  destroy, 
cover  up  or  in  any  manner  mutilate,  obliterate  or  remove,  any 
quarantine  flag  or  card  posted  by  authority  of  the  board  of 
health.  It  shall  likewise  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  interfere  with,  hinder,  delay,  or  obstruct  any  agent  or  agents, 
officers  or  employees  of  the  board  of  health  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties.  ' 

H.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  hav¬ 

ing  knowledge  of  the  removal,  defacement  or  obliteration  of 
any  quarantine  flag  or  warning  sign  intended  to  inform  the 
public  of  the  existence  of  any  contagious  disease,  to  refrain 
from  advising  the  board  of  health  of  such  removal  for  more 
than  twenty-four  hours.  > 

I.  The  quarantine  'flag  shall  be  displayed  at  least  twen¬ 
ty-one  days  after  scarlet  fever  or  small-pox,  and  fourteen  days 
after  diphtheria  is  first  reported  and  longer,  if  directed  by  the 
town  physician.  In  case  of  death  the  quarantine  flag  shall  be 
displayed  until  ordered  removed  by  the  town  physician  or 
board  of  health. 

J.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  who  is,  or  has  been 
affected  with  either  scarlet  (fever,  diphtheria,  small-pox, 
whooping  cough  or  measles  to  leave  the  dwelling  house,  living 
room,  or  apartments  in  which  he  or  she  has  been  affected, 
without  a  permit  from  the  town  physician,  which  shall  be  is¬ 
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sued  only  upon  presentation  of  a  written  certificate  from  the 
attending  physician,  that  all  danger  of  communicating  the 
disease  has  passed. 

K.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  resid¬ 
ing  or  lodging  in  any  dwelling  house,  living  room  or  apart¬ 
ment  wherein  either  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  small-pox,  bu¬ 
bonic  plague,  or  epidemic  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  is  present, 
or  which  is  still  under  quarantine  for  any  such  diseases,  to 
leave  such  house  without  the  written  permission  of  the  town 
physician. 

L.  No  permit  to  attend  school  or  other  public  gather¬ 
ing  shall  be  granted  to  a  person  affected  with  scarlet  fever, 
small-pox,  diphtheria,  or  bubonic  plague,  until  twenty-one 
days  after  the  removal  of  quarantine  in  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
small-pox,  and  bubonic  plague,  and  fourteen  days  after  the  re¬ 
moval  of  quarantine  in  diphtheria  and  Spanish  influenza  cases, 
or  until  such  time  not  to  exceed  said  periods  as  the  board  of 
health  shall  determine.  Persons  other  than  the  particular  in¬ 
dividual  affected,  who  have  been  under  quarantine,  shall,  after 
the  removal  of  such  quarantine,  be  be  permitted  to  attend 
school  and  other  public  gatherings  upon  presentation  of  a 
written  permit  from  the  town  physician. 

M.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  give,  lend,  sell, 
transmit,  remove  or  expose,  without  previous  disinfection,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  rules  of  the  board  of  health,  any  bedding,  cloth¬ 
ing,  rags  or  other  objects  which  have  been  exposed  to  infection 
from  any  of  the  diseases  mentioned  in  this  chapter. 

N.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner,  or  his  agent,  of 
any  conveyance  in  which  has  been  conveyed  any  person  af¬ 
flicted  with  a  contagious  disease,  or  anything  liable  to  carry 
infection,  to  use  or  allow  such  conveyance  to  be  used  for  any 
purpose  until  it  has  been  thoroughly  disinfected  under  the 
supervision  of  the  board  of  health. 


. 
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O.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner,  or  agent  of  any 
house  in  which  a  person  has  been  suffering  from  any  conta¬ 
gious  disease,  'to  let  it  or  part  of  it  for  hire,  without  having 
previously  disinfected  it  and  all  articles  therein  according 
to  the  rules  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  health. 

P.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  take  from  any 
dwelling  house,  living  room,  or  apartment,  'within  the  town 
limits,  in  which  there  is  existing  or  has  existed  a  case  of  conta¬ 
gious  or  infectious  disease,  any  material  or  article  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  washing  or  'cleaning  without  the  permission  of  the 
town  physician,  or  to  bring  any  such  material  or  article  with¬ 
in  the  town  limits  for  the  purpose  of  washing  or  cleaning  the 
same. 

-Q.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  physician,  or  other  per¬ 
son  to  counsel  or  advise  any  other  person  to  disregard,  dis¬ 
obey  or  violate  any  of  these  quarantine  rules  and  regulations. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  physician  or  person  in  attendance 
on  any  contagious  case  to  report  in  every  instance  to  the  board 
of  health,  on  form  provided,  whether  or  not  children  in  the 
same  family  or  other  children  in  the  same  building  attend 
school,  and  if  so,  at  which  school  building  or  buildings  they 
attend. 

R.  All  persons  suffering  from  any  of  the  diseases  men¬ 
tioned  in  this  chapter  shall  be  isolated  in  rooms  as  far  removed 
as  possible  from  those  occupied  by  other  persons  in  the  same 
building.  No  person  other  than  the  physician  in  attendance 
and  nurses  shall  be  admitted  to  such  room  during  the  preval¬ 
ence  df  scarlet  fever,  small-pox,  diphtheria,  bubonic  plague, 
or  epidemic  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  and  in  no  cases  shall 
nurses  or  physicians  visit  other  portions  of  the  house  without 
having  taken  precautions  by  change  of  clothing,  disinfection, 
or  otherwise  against  conveying  contagion. 

S.  Every  room  occupied  by  a  person  suffering  from  any 
contagious  or  infectious  disease  shall  be  immediately  cleared 
of  all  needless  clothing,  carpets,  drapery  and  other  materials 
likely  to  harbor  the  poisons  or  germs  of  the  disease. 
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T.  Soiled  bed  and  body  linen  shall  be  immediately  placed 
in  vessels  of  water  containing  formaldehyde  or  a  solution  of 
1-1000  bichloride  of  mercury,  or  a  solution  of  chloride  of 
lime,  .a  strength  of  eig'ht  ounces  to  a  gallon  of  water,  or  some 
other  suitable  and  equally  efficacious  disinfectant;  and  be 
allowed  to  remain  in  such  solution  at  least  half  an  hour. 

U.  Excremental  discharges  from  a  patient  suffering 
from  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  shall  be  received  in  ves¬ 
sels  containing  formaldehyde,  or  a  solution  of  1-1000  bichlor¬ 
ide  of  mercury,  or  chloride  of  lime,  a  strength  of  eight  ounces 
to  a  gallon  of  water,  or  some  other  suitable  disinfectant,  and 
shall  be  allowed  to  stand  for  half  an  hour  before  being  buried, 
or  emptied  into  sewer  or  privy  vault.  All  vessels  shall  be  kept 
scrupulously  clean  and  thoroughly  disinfected.  Discharges 
from  the  throat,  nose  and  mouth  shall  be  received  upon  pieces 
of  cloth,  which  must  be  immediately  burned. 

V.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  undertaker,  or  any  per¬ 
son  acting  as  such,  called  to  take  charge  of  the  body  of  any 
person  who  has  died  from  Spanish  influenza,  scarlet  fever, 
small-pox,  diphtheria,  bubonic  plague,  or  epidemic  cerebro¬ 
spinal  meningitis,  to  take  charge  of  the  body  of  such  person 
without  first  notifying  the  board  of  health  of  such  call.  It 
shall  likewise  be  unlawful  for  any  undertaker,  or  any  person 
in  charge  of  a  funeral  of  any  person  who  has  died  of  any  of  the 
diseases  mentioned  in  this  rule,  to  permit  the  mingling  of 
persons  attending  such  funeral,  who  have  been  exposed  to  the 
disease  from  which  such  'person  shall  have  died,  with  persons 
who  have  not  been  exposed. 

W.  In  all  cases  where  a  person  has  died  from  Spanish 
influenza,  scarlet  fever,  small-pox,  diphtheria,  bubonic  plague, 
or  epidemic  cerebro  spinal  meningitis,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  undertaker,  or  other  person  in  charge  of  such  dead  body, 
to  thoroughly  disinfect  same,  and  place  it  in  a  tight  burial  case, 
which  case  shall  not  thereafter  be  opened. 


. 
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X.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hold  a  public  funeral  over  the 
body  of  a  person  who  has  died  from  Spanish  influenza,  scar¬ 
let  fever,  small-pox,  diphtheria,  bubonic  plague  or  epidemic 
cerebro  spinal  meningitis,  or  to  remove  the  dead  body  or  cas¬ 
ket  containing  it  to  any  church,  meeting  house,  or  place  of 
public  assembly,  or  to  in  any'  manner  remove  such  body  or 
casket  in  any  public  conveyance. 

Sec.  65.  Disinfection.  All  premises  where  either  Span¬ 
ish  influenza,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  small-pox,  bubonic 
plague,  measles,  chicken  pox,  whooping  cough,  or  epidemic 
.  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  has  existed  shall  before  the  quaran¬ 
tine  'flag  is  removed,  be  thoroughly  disinfected  under  the  su¬ 
pervision  of  the  board  of  health.  When  the  room  which  has 
been  occupied  by  a  person  sick  with  any  of  the  diseases  here¬ 
inbefore  mentioned  has  been  .  vacated,  the  floors,  woodwork 
and  furniture  shall  be  thoroughly  washed  with  water  con¬ 
taining  formaldehyde  or  a  solution  of  chloride  of  lime,  three 
ounces  to  a  gallon,  or  of  corrosive  sublimate  of  a  strength  of 
not  less  than  1-1000.  This  shall  be  followed  after  an  interval 
of  twenty-four  hours  or  longer  with  a  thorough  scrubbing 
with  soap  and  hot -water.  Especial  care  must  be  taken  to  wash 
away  all  dust  from  window  ledges  and  other  places  where  it 
might  have  settled. 


CHAPTER  13. 

Licenses. 

Sec.  66.  Unlawful  to  transact  business  without  a  license. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  engage  in  or  carry  on 
any  business,  trade,  profession  of  calling  for  the  transaction 
of  carrying  on  of  which  a  license  is  required,  without  first 
taking  out  or' procuring  a  license  required  herem  for  such  busi¬ 
ness,  profession,  trade  or  calling.  \  . 
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Sec.  67.  Paid  in  advance.  Application.  How  license 
issued.  Record.  All  applications  for  license  specified  in  this 
chapter  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  town  clerk  and  the 
amount,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  paid  in  advance  to 
the  town  treasurer.  All  licenses  shall  be  issued  by  the  clerk, 
and  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
clerk  and  attested  under  the  seal  of  the  town.  The  clerk  shall 
keep  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  licenses  issued,  stating  the 
number,  name  of  applicant,  time,  place  and  kind  of  business, 
and  the  amount  paid,  with  such  remarks  as  may  be  considered 
necessary. 

Sec.  68.  What  license  shall  contain.  Assignment.  Every 
such  license  shall  specify  by  name  the  person,  firm  or  corpora¬ 
tion  to  whom  it  shall  be  issued,  and  shall  designate  the  par¬ 
ticular  place  at  which  the  business  shall  be  carried  on.  No 
license  granted  or  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
or  otherwise,  shall  be  in  any  manner  assignable  or  transferable, 
or  authorize  any  person  other  than  is  mentioned  or  named 
therein,  to  do  business  or  authorize  any  other  business  than  is 
therein  mentioned  or  named  to  be  done  or  transacted,  or  the 
business  therein  mentioned  or  named  to  be  done  or  transacted 
at  any  other  place  than  is  therein  mentioned  or  named,  unless 
by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  69.  No  rebate  allowed.  Exceptions.  No  rebate 
shall  be  allowed  upon  any  license,  unless  the  licensee  has  been 
damaged  by  fire  or  other  unavoidable  accident;  or  unless  in 
case  of  affliction  or  poverty.  In  all  such  cases  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  have  discretionary  power  as  to  what,  if  any, 
amount  shall  be  rebated. 

Sec.  70.  Evidence  of  liability  to  pay  license.  In  any  ac¬ 
tion  brought  under,  or  arising  out  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  the  fact  that  a  person  represents  himself  as  engaged 
in  any  business  or  calling,  for  the  transaction  o'f  which  a  license 
is  by  ordinance  required,  or  that  such  person  exhibited  a  sign 
indicating  such  business  or  calling,  shall  be  prima  facie  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  liability  of  such  person  to  pay  for  a  license. 
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Sec.  71.  Free  license.  When  may  be  given.  If  any  per¬ 
son  shall  furnish  such  evidence,  as  shall  satisfy  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  that  he  dry  reason  of  misfortune  or  other  physical 
infirmities  'merits  exemption  from  the  payment  of  any  license 
herein  required  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  remit  such- license. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  may  also  remit  licenses  for  any  busi¬ 
ness,  entertainment  or  other  matter  subject  to  a  license  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  where  the  proceeds  derived 
therefrom  are  devoted  wholly  to  charitable,  eleemosinary,  re¬ 
ligious,  educational  purposes,  or  to  a  public  use  within  the 
Town  of  Orem. 

Sec.  72.  Period  of  issuance.  Except  as  otherwise  stated 
in  this  chapter,  every  license  provided  for  herein  may  be  issued 
for  a  period  of  six  months  or  one  year,  but,  unless  otherwise 
stated,  no  license  shall  be  issued  for  a  shorter  period  than  six 
months  and  the  rate  'for  such  license  for  six  months  shall  be 
one-half  of  the  yearly  rate  hereinafter  provided  with  ten  per 
cent  added  thereto. 

Sec.  73.  Boarding  houses.  Whoever  shall  rent  rooms 
furnished  or  unfurnished,  and  board  the  occupants  of  such 
rented  rooms,  or  board  and  lodge  three  and  not  exceeding 
twenty  persons,  shall  be  deemed  a  boarding  house  keeper. 
Every  boarding  house  keeper  shall  make  a  statement  duly 
verified  as  to  location  of  the  house  and  the  number  of  persons 
which  said  house  will  reasonably  accommodate.  Upon  the  fil¬ 
ing  of  such  statement,  and  payment  of  the  almount  hereinafter 
mentioned,  the  town  clerk  shall  issue  yearly  licenses  thereon 
as  follows : 

For  houses  containing  rooms  which  will  accommodate 
three  persons,  and  not  more  than  ten  persons,  $5.00. 

For  houses  that  will  accommodate  over  ten  and  not  over 
twenty  persons,  $10.00. 

Sec.  74.  Hotels.  All  houses  containing  rooms  which  will 
accommodate  over  twenty  persons  shall  be  deemed  hotels. 
Yearly  licenses  shall  be  issued  thereon  as  follows:  $20.00  per 
year. 
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Sec.  75.  Restaurants.  Whoever  shall  keep  any  house  or 
place  for  furnishing  of  meals  without  lodgings,  is  declared  to 
be  a  restaurant  keeper.  Yearly  license  therefor  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  . 

P'or  all  restaurants  able  to  accommodate  twenty  or  more 
guests  at  one  time,  $15.00. 

Less  than  twenty  guests,  $10.00. 

Sec.  76.  Merchants  and  retailers.  Every  merchant,  be¬ 
fore  commencing  or  carrying  on  a  business  within  this  town, 
shall  make  a  statement  under  oath  of  the  cash  value  of  all 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  which  he  may  have  in  his  pos- 
sion  or  under  his  control,  whether  owned  by  him  or  consigned 
to  him  for  sale';  and  if  any  merchant  shall  increase  his  stock 
beyond  the  limit  of  his  class  of  business  during  the  period  of 
his  license,  he  shall  procure  an  additional  license  for  such  in¬ 
crease.  Upon  filing  of  such  statement  and  paying  the  amount 
charged  as  herein  provided,  a  yearly  license  shall  be  issued 
by  the  town  clerk  thereon  as  follows:

Xo  person  shall  carry  on 
the  business  of  peddling  or  hawking,  or  offer  for  sale,  barter 
or  exchange  at  retail,  or  wholesale,  any  garden  Or  farm  pro¬ 
ducts,  butter,  eggs,  poultry,  medicine,  or  other  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandise,  in,  upon,  or  along  the  streets  of,  or  within 
this  town,  without  obtaining  a  license  therefor. 

Sec.  78.  Amount.  Licenses  for  peddling  or  hawking 
may  be  issued  for  the  term  of  one  year  on  the  payment  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  the  following  sums :

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  with¬ 
in  this  town  to  conduct  or  maintain  any  dance  hall,  or  other 
place  where  dances  are  conducted,  without  first  obtaining  a 
license  therefor  as  in  this  chapter  provided ;  provided,  that

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Sec.  82.  Miscellaneous.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per¬ 
son,  corporation  or  firm,  within  this  town,  to  engage  in  or  pur¬ 
sue  any  business,  vocation,  or  calling,  hereinafter  mentioned, 
without  first  obtaining  a  license  so  to  -do;  and  he  shall;  except 
where  otherwise  provided,  make  yearly  payments'  into  the 
town  treasury  in  advance  for  such  licenses' as  follows:

Marshal. 

Sec.  84.  Shall  be  ex-officio  chief  of  police.  The  town 
marshal  shall  be  ex-officio  chief  of  police;  he  shall  keep  his 
office  at  such 'place  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  from  time 
to  time  direct,  and  shall,  under  the  Board  of  Trustees,  direct

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and  control  the  police  of  the  town,  and  whenever  the  interests 
of  the  town  demand,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  appoint  such  number  of  special  police  as  may 
be  required. 

Sec.  85.  Shall  keep  register  of  arrests.  He  shall  provide 
and  cause  to  be  kept  at  police  headquarters  a  register  of 
arrests  upon  which  shall  be  entered  a  statement  showing 
the  date  and  hour  of  such  arrests,  by  whom  made,  the  name 
of  the  person  arrested,  the  offense  charged  and  a  description  of 
any  property  found  on  the  person  arrested. 

Sec.  86.  Shall  make  rules  for  the  police  department.  He 
shall  make  all  needful  and  proper  rules  and  regulations  not 
inconsistent  with  the  ordinances  o'f  the  town  and  the  general 
law,  for  the  government  and  control  of  the  police  department, 
and  must  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  any  violations  of 
such  rules  and  regulations  by  any  policeman;  he  shall  keep  a 
record  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  name  of  each  policeman, 
the  date  of  his  appointment,  resignation  or  removal,  and  the 
amount  of  service  rendered,  and  all  commutations  or  pardons 
granted  by  the  President  shall  be  entered  upon  the  records  of 
the  marshal. 

Sec. 87.  Marshal  shall  be  ex-officio  jailor.  He  shall  be 
ex-officio  jailor,  and  have  the  custody  of  the  inmates  of  the 
town  jail,  and  furnish  them  with  the  necessary  food,  and  bed¬ 
ding,  and  see  that  all  rules  prescribed  for  the  government  of 
the  jail  are  executed. 

Sec.  88.  Duties  of  marshal.  Pie  shall  have  charge  of  the 
board  meeting  room,  police  headquarters,  and  the  furniture 
and  appurtenances  thereto  pertaining  and  cause  the  same  to 
be  kept  in  order,  and  warmed  and  lighted  when  necessary;  he 
shall  be  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  when 
required  attend  all  its  meetings,  in  person  or  by  deputy ;  he 
shall  execute  all  orders  of  the  Board  o'f  Trustees  and  serve  all 
processes  issued  by  the  justice  of  the  peace,  where  acting 
under  the  town  ordinances,  to  him  directed,  and  see  that  all 
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orders  and  judgments  are  carried  into  effect.  Pie  shall  take 
such  measures  as  will  secure  the  peace  and  good  order  of  all 
public  meetings,  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  or  may  be 
required  of  him  by  the  laws  of  the  state,  the  ordinances  of  the 
town  and  orders  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  As  a  badge  of 
office  he  shall  wear  conspicuously  a  metallic  star,  with  the 
words  “Town  Marshal’’  engraved  thereon. 

Sec.  89.  Powers  of  Marshal.  The  marshal  in  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  his  duties,  with  or  without  a  warrant,  in  arresting  any 
person  accused  or  suspected  of  crime,  or  in  the  suppression  of 
any  riot,  or  unlawful  assembly,  or  in  preventing  the  violation 
of  any  ordinance,  shall  have  power  to  require  the  aid  of  any 
citizen  or  by-stander,  if  necessary  to  accomplish  the  same ;  he 
shall  inquire  into,  and  report  to  the  President  of  the  Board 
all  violations  of  the  town  ordinances,  and  criminal  laws  of  the 
state  within  the  town,  and  cause  all  ordinances  passed  by  tire 
Board  of  Trustees  to  be  enforced;  he  shall  arrest  and  take 
into  custody,  with  or  without  process,  any  person  who  may  be 
found  doing  any  act  in  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  the  town, 
and  bring  such  person  before  the  justice  of  the  peace  to  be 
dealt  with  according  to  law ;  and  shall  cause  to  be  abated  or 
removed  any  nuisance  found  within  the  town  limits,  Pie  shall 
keep  a  correct  account  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  of 
all  moneys  which  may  by  virtue  of  his  office  come  into  his 
hands  from  whatever  source,  stating  !from  whom,  and  on  what 
account  received,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  town  treasurer, 
monthly,  and  shall  make  a  full  and  complete  report  of  his 
official  doings  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  quarterly.

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CHAPTER  15. 

President. 

Sec.  90.  President  and  president  pro  tem.  The  chief  ex-, 
ecutive  of  this  town  shall  be  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  during  his  temporary,  absence  or  disability,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  one  of  its  number  to  act  as  Presi¬ 
dent  pro  tem,  who,  during  such  absence  or  disability,  shall 
possess  the  powers  of  President. 

•  Sec.  91.  Vacancy.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in 
the  office  of  President,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  a 
President  who  shall  possess  all  the  rights  and  powers  of  Presi¬ 
dent  until  the  next  municipal  election,  and  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  92.  Removal.  If  the  President,  at  any  time  during 
his  term  of  office  shall  remove  from  the  limits  of  this  town,  his 
office  shall  thereby  become  vacant. 

Sec.  93.  President  to  preside  over  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees,  hut  shall  not  vote  except  in  case  of  a  tie,  when  he  shall 
give  the  casting  vote.  . 

Sec.  94.  President  to  appoint  certain  officers.  The  Presi¬ 
dent  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  February,  A.  D. 
1922,  and  biennially  thereafter,  appoint,  by  and  with  the  ad¬ 
vice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  following  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  town,  viz:  a, 

Supervisor  of  Streets.

Quarantine  Physician,  and 

Such  number  of  policemen  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may 
determine. 
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Sec.  95.  Powers  Generally.  lie  may  exercise  within  the 
town  limits  the  powers  conferred  upon  him  to  suppress  dis¬ 
order,  and  keep  peace ;  and  he  may  remit  fines  and  forfeitures 
and  release  any  person  imprisoned  for  violation  of  any  town 
ordinance,  and  shall  report  such  remittance  or  release,  with 
the  cause  thereof,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  next  session. 

Sec.  96.  May  examine  books.  He  shall  have,  power  at  all 
times  to  examine  and  inspect  the  books,  records,  and  papers 
of  any  officer,  or  agent  employed  by  the  town  ;  he  shall  sec 
that  every  officer  on  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  or 
resignation  or  removal  from  the  same,  delivers  to  his  successor 
all  (books,  papers,  maps,  plats,  furniture,  fixtures,  apparatus, 
machinery,  tools,  implements,  and  appurtenances  belonging  to 
such  office. 

Sec.  97.  Messages.  The  President  shall  from  time  to  time 
give  the  Board  information  relative  to  the  affairs  of  the  town, 
and  shall  recommend  for  their  consideration  such  measures  as 
he  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  98.  May  call  out  inhabitants.  He  shall  have  power, 
when  necessary,  to  call  on  every  male  inhabitant  of  this  town 
over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  laws 
and  ordinances,  in  suppressing  riots  and  other  disorderly  con¬ 
duct,  or  in  carrying  into  effect  any  law  or  ordinance  of  this 
town. 

Sec.  99.  Power  in  case  of  riot.  It  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  President,  pr  in  his  absence,  of  the  marshal  or  any 
policeman  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  this  town,  in  all  cases,  of 
riot,  unlawful  assembly,  or  disorderly  conduct,  by  an  assembly 
of  persons  within  this  town,  to  make  proclamation  in  the  hear¬ 
ing  of  such  riotous  or  disorderly  persons,  commanding  all  per¬ 
sons  so  assembled,  or  engaged,  to  desist  such  disorderly  con¬ 
duct  and  forthwith  disperse  in  a  quiet  and  peaceable  manner. 

Sec.  100.  Sign  Contracts.  He  shall  sign  all  ordinances, 
contracts,  leases,  deeds,  and  other  writings  on  the  part  of  the 


■ 
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town  authorized  b}r  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  required  by  law, 
or  any  ordinance  of  this  town,  except  as  otherwise  specifically 
provided. 

Sec.  101.  Further  duties.  The  President  shall  perform 
all  duties  which  are  or  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  or  by  ordi¬ 
nance,  arid  shall  see  that  the  laws  and  ordinances  are  faithfully 
executed.  . 


CHAPTER  16.  . 

Misdemeanors. 

Sec.  102.  Definition  of  misdemeanor.  A  misdemeanor  in 
this  town  is  any  act  committed,  or  omitted,  in  violation  of  any 
town  ordinance,  forbidding  or  commanding  it,  and  is  punish¬ 
able  for  each  offense,  upon  conviction,  as  follows,:  First,  fine; 
or,  second,  imprisonment ;  or,  third,  both  fine  and  imprison¬ 
ment. 

Sec.  *103.  Punishment.  Except  in  cases  where  a  different 
penalty  is  prescribed,  every  act  or  omission,  in  this  city,  de¬ 
clared  to  be  a  misdemeanor,  is  punishable  bv  a  fine  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  ninety-nine  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  three  months,  or  by  both  fine  arid  imprisonment,  for 
each  offense,- at  the  discretion  of  the  justice,  of  the  p r  we;  pro¬ 
vided,  that  when  sentence  of  both  'line  and  imprisonment  is 
imposed  it  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ninety-nine  dollars,  in¬ 
cluding  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  the  term  of  imprison¬ 
ment  being  reckoned  at  one  dollar  per  day. 

Sec.  104.  Parties.  All  persons  concerned  in  the  com¬ 
mission  of  an  act  defined  by  these  ordinances  to  be  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  whether  they  directly  commit  Pro  act  constituting 
the  offense,  or  aid  and  abet  in  its  commission,  or,  not  being 
present,  have  advised  and  encouraged  its  commission,  and  all 
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persons  counseling,  advising,  or  encouraging  children  under 
the  age  of  fourteen  years,  lunatics,  or  idiots,  to  commit  any  act 
defined  as  a  misdemeanor  in  these  ordinances,-  or  who  by 
fraud,  contrivance  or  force,  occasion  the  'drunkenness  of  an¬ 
other  for  the  purpose  of  causing  him  to  commit  any  s-uch  mis¬ 
demeanor,  or  who,  by  threats,  menaces,  command  or  coercion, 
compel  another  to  commit  any  such  misdemeanor,  are  princi¬ 
pals  in  the  misdemeanor  so  committed. 

Sec.  105.  Intoxication  no  excuse.  No  act  committed  by 
a  person  while  in  a  state  of  voluntary  intoxication,  is  less  of 
an  offense  by  reason  of  his  having  been  in  such  condition. 

Sec.  106.  Abusive  languar.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  abuse  another  by  u-  menacing,  insulting,  slan¬ 
derous  or  profane  language  with.  the  limits  of  this  town. 

Sec.  107.  Aiding  prisoner  to  escape.  It  shall  be  unlaw¬ 
ful  for  any  person  to  aid  or  assist  another  person  to  escape 
from  lawful  confinement  within  this  town,  or  to  aid  or  assist 
another  to  escape  from  any  peace  officer  of  this  town;  and  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  ainy  person  to  carry  or  send  into  the  town 
jail  anything  useful  to  aid  a  prisoner  in  making  an  escape,  or 
any  intoxicating  liquor. 

Sec.  108.  Assault  and  battery.  An  assault  is  an  unlawful 
attempt,  coupled  with  a  present  ability,  to  commit  a  violent  in-^ 
jury  on  the  person  of  another.  A  battery  is  any  wilful  and 
unlawful  use  of  force  or  violence  upon  the  person  of  another. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  commit  an  assault  or 
battery  within  the  limits  of  this  town.

Sec.  115.  Dangerous  and  concealed  weapons.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person,  except  a  peace  officer,  within  this 
town  to  carry  any  sling  shot,  brass  knuckles,  revolver,  knife, 
stiletto,  or  other  'concealed  deadly  weapon. 

Sec.  116.  Defacing  or  destroying  property  prohibited.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  within  this  town  to  wilfully 
injure,  deface  or  destroy,  or  secrete  any  goods,  chattels  or 
valuable  papers  of  another/or  to  prepare  any  dead-fall  or  to 
dig  any  pit,  or  to  arrange  any  trap,  to  injure  another’s  person 
or  property,  or  tp  take  down,  injure,  or  remove  any  monu¬ 
ment,  street  sign,  or  any  tree  marked  as  a  'boundary  of  any 
tract  of  land  or  town  lot,  or  to  destroy,  deface  or  alter  the 
marks  of  any  monument  or  street  sign,  or  to  injure  or  destroy 
any  fence  or  fountain.  And  it  shall  likewise  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  wilfully  and  maliciously  commit  any  trespass 
by  either  : 

■  1.  Cutting  down,  destroying,  or  injuring  any  kind  of 
wood  or  timber  standing  or  growing  upon  the  land  of  another ;

2  Carrying  away  any  kind  of  wood  or  timber  that  has

3.  Maliciously  injuring  or  severing  from  the  freehold  of 
another  anything  attached  thereto  or  the  product  thereof;  or, 

4.  Digging,  taking,  or  carrying  away  from  any  lot ’sit¬ 
uate  within  the  limits  of  this  town,  without  the  license  of  the 
owner,  or  legal  occupant  thereof  any  earth,  soil,  or  stone ;  or, 

5.  Digging,  taking,  or  carrying  away  from  any  laind  in 
this  town,  recognized  or  established  as  a  street,  alley,  avenue, 
or  park,  any  earth,  soil,  or  stone,  without  the  license  of  the 
proper  authorities ;  or, 

6.  Putting  up,  affixing,  fastening,  printing,  or  painting

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upon  any  property  belonging  to  the  town,  or  any  property 
dedicated  to  the  public,  or  upon  any  property  of  any  person, 
without  a  license  from  the  owner,  any  notice,  advertisement, 
or  designation  of,  or  any  name  for,  any  commodity,  whether 
for  sale  or  otherwise,  or  any  picture,  sign,  or  device,  intended 
to  call  attention  thereto;  or, 

7.  Using  any  animal,- vehicle,  machine,  or  other  personal 
property  of  the  owner  or  person  having  in  charge  such  prop¬ 
erty  ;  and  it  shall  be  likewise  unlawful  for1  any  person  to  wil¬ 
fully  and  maliciously  injure,  deface,  or  destroy  any  public  or 
private  building,  fence,  gate,  corral, ,  structure  or  other  prop¬ 
erty  in  this  town. 

Sec.  117.  Injuring  or  destroying  trees  growing  on  public 
property.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  wilfully  and 
maliciously  cut  down,  girdle  or  injure  any  tree  or  shrubbery 
standing  on  the  public  streets,  sidewalks,  squares,  or  public 
grounds  of  this  town. 

Sec.  118.  Defacing  bills  and  notices.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person,  without  authority,  to  tear  down  or  deface  any 
ordinance,  bill,  notice,  advertisement,  or  other  paper  of  a 
business  or  legitimate  character  lawfully  posted  up  within  the 
limits  of  this  town,  at  any  time  before  the  object  of  such  notice 
has  been  accomplished. 

Sec.  119.  Delivering  property  to  successor  in  office.  If 
any  person,  having  been  an  officer  of  this  town  shall  not  with¬ 
in  five  days  after  notification  and  request  deliver  to  his  suc¬ 
cessor  in  office,  all  property,  papers  and  effects  of  every  des¬ 
cription  in  his  possession,  belonging  to  the  town,  or  appertain¬ 
ing  to  the  office  he  held,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor. 

Sec.  120.  Discharging  Firearms.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  fire  any  gun,  pistol  or  firearm  of  any  descrip¬ 
tion,  or  discharge  any  anvil,  or  other  device  or  instrument 
loaded  with  powder  or  other  explosive  within  the  town  limits, 
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except  by  the  written  permission  of  the  President  and  Town 
Marshal.  ' 

Sec.  121.  Discharging  flippers  and  slings.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  discharge  any  flipper,  op  sling,  nr 
air  gun  within  the  limits  of  this  town. 

Sec.  122.  Disorderly  houses  prohibited.  It  shall  be  un¬ 
lawful.  for  any  person  to  keep  an  ill -governed  or  disorderly 
house  or  to  suiter  or  permit  any  drunkenness,  quarreling, 
fighting,  unlawful  games  or  riotous  or  disorderly  conduct 
whatever,  on  his  premises,  within  the  limits  of  this  town. 

Sec.  123.  Disturbance  of  the  peace.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  within  this  town  to  commit  a  disturbance  of  the 
peace  or  quiet  of  any  neighb  rlBId,  family  or  person,  by  loud 
or  unusual  noise,  or  by  tumultuous  or  offensive  conduct,  or  by 
threatening,  traducing,  quarreling,  challenging  to  fight,  or 
fightiing.  . 

Sec.  124,  Disturbance  at  election  or  meeting  prohibited, 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  excite  disturbance  or 
contention  at  a  public  bouse,'  court,  election,  or  any  lawful 
meeting  of  citizens  within  the  limits  of  this  town. 

Sec..  125.  Disturbance  at  religious  meetings  prohibited. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  disturb  a  public  assem¬ 
bly  congregated  for  religious  or  other  lawful  purposes  within 
the  limits  of  this  town,  by  undue  noise,  or  by  offensive,  un¬ 
becoming  or  indecent  behavior. 

Sec.  126.  Dog  fights^- It- shall  -■be.-unfawfid  'for-  any  per- 
soil, .within  the  limits  of  this  Towm  tv  hr  any  mamrer --whatever 
eiicouragc'or  u'fge  dogs,  or  any  other  animals  or  fowls  to  fight, 

jortto  -urge  them  aftcr  theymommence -fighting. 

Sec.  127.  Drugs  to  be  labeled.  Poisonous  drugs  to  be 
labeled  “Poison.”  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  within 
this  town  who  prepares  or  puts  up  drugs  to  neglect  to  label 
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them  in  a  plain  and  legible  manner,  in  the  English  language, 
and  all  drugs  of  a  poisonous  nature  shall  be  labeled  “Poison.” 

Sec.  128  Drunkenness  prohibited.  It  shall  he  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  be  drunk  or  intoxicated  in  any  street,  lane, 
alley,  or  other  public  place  in  this  town. 

Sec.  129.  Sale  of  tobacco  to  minors  prohibited.  It  shall 
be  unlawful  'for  any  person  within  this  town,  except  by  pres¬ 
cription  of  a  physician,  to  sell,  give  or  furnish  any  cigars, 
cigarettes  or  tobacco  in  any  form,  or  opium  or  any  other  nar¬ 
cotic  in  any  form  to  any  person  under  twenty-one  years  of 
age. 

Sec.  130.  Minors  prohibited  from  having  tobacco.  Any 
person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  who  shall,  within 
this  town,  buy,  accept,  or  have  in  his  possession  any  cigar, 
cigarette  or  tobacco  in  any  form,  or  any  opium  Or  any  other 
narcotic  in  any  form,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  131.  Cigarettes  and  cigarette  papers,  sale,  etc.,  un¬ 
lawful.  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any  person,  company 
or  corporation  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of  Orem  to  bar¬ 
ter,  sell,  keep  for  sale,  furnish  or  gave  away,  any  cigarettes  or 
cigarette  papers,  or  any  disguise  or  subterfuge  of -either  of 
these,  or  to  have  any  cigarettes  or  cigarette  papers  in  or  about 
any  stole  or  other  place  for  barter,  sale  or  free  distribution.  If 
upon  what  seems  to  -be  reasonable  evidence  any  person,  com¬ 
pany  or  corporation  is  suspected  of  having  in  his  or  its  posses¬ 
sion  any  cigarettes  or  cigarette  papers  intended  to  be  offered 
for  barter,  sale  or  free  distribution,  then  upon  sworn  complaint 
of  any  citizen  of  the  State  of  Utah,  specifying  fully  the  alleged 
facts  of  the  case,  any  officer  authorized  to  make  arrests  may, 
upon  the  issuance  of  a  search  warrant  or  search  warrants  in 
the  manner  and  'form  prescribed  by  Chapter  56,  Title  120  of 
the  Compiled  Laws  of  Utah,  1917,  code  of  criminal  procedure, 
(Secs.  9368-9389)  search  the  premises  of  such  person,  com¬ 
pany  or  corporation,  and  may  seize  any  cigarettes  or  cigarette 
papers  so  found.  All  such  cigarettes  or  cigarette  papers 
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seized  under  the  provsions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  ordered 
destroyed  by  the  justice  of  the  peace  or  judge  of  the  court  in 
which  final  conviction  is  had.  The  possession  of  such  cigar¬ 
ette  materials  shall  lie  considered  prima  face  evidence  of  a 
direct  violation  of  this  section.  . 

Sec.  132.  Advertisement,  sign,  etc.,  unlawful.  It  shall  be 
a  misdemeanor  for  any  person,  company,  or  corporation  with¬ 
in  the  limits  of  this  town,  to  write,  print,  publish  or  circulate 
in  any  newspaper,  magazine,  periodical  or  circular  written, 
printed  or  published  within  the  State  of  Utah,  any  advertise- 
ment  of  cigarettes;  or  cigarette  paper,  or  any  disguise  or  sub¬ 
terfuge  of  either  of  these.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any 
person,  company  or  corporation  to  post,  exhibit,  or  publish 
an  any  street  sign,  placard,  or  billboard;  or  in  or  on  any  pack¬ 
age  of  merchandise,  store  window,  showcase  or  any  other 
place  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of  Orem,  any  advertise¬ 
ment  of  cigarettes  or  cigarette  papers,  or  any  disguise  or  sub¬ 
terfuge  of  either  of  these. 

Sec.  133.  Use  of  tobacco,  etc.,  by  minors,  unlawful.  It 
shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  the  proprietor  of  any  place  of  busi¬ 
ness  knowingly  to  permit  minors  under  the  age  of  twenty-one. 
years  of  age  to  frequent  such  places  of  business  while  in  the 
act  of  using  tobacco  in  any  form.  The  term  “place  of  business 
as  here  used  . shall  apply  to  any  and  all  such  places  as  shops, 
stores,  factories,  public  garages,  offices,  theatres,  recreation 
and  dance  halls,  pool  rooms,  cafes,  -  fetcrias,  cabarets,  restaur¬ 
ants,  hotels,  lodging  houses,  stre<  :  cars,  interurban  and  rail¬ 
way  passenger  cars,  coaches  and  u ailing  rooms. 

Sec.  134.  It  shall  be  a  misdem  or  for  any  person  within 
the  Town  of  Orem  to  smoke  cig,  .  cigarettes,  or  tobacco 
in  any  enclosed  public  place,  excel  in-  extra  rooms,  compart¬ 
ments,  or  coaches  specially  provided  for  smoking  purposes. 
The  term  “enclosed  public  place"  as  here  used  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  mean  dining  rooms  in  hotels,  restaurants,  cafes, 
theatres,  coaches,  motor  and  other  passenger  vehicles  cm- 
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ployed  as  common  carriers,  railway  station,  waiting-  rooms, 
barber  shops  and  town  buildings. 

Sec.  13a.  Escape  of  prisoners.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  convicted  of  any  offense  against  the  ordinances  of 
this  town  or  under  arrest  and  in  lawful  custody  to  escape 
from  such  custody. 

Sec.  136.  Exhibiting-  deadly  weapons.  Every  person 
within  this  town  who,  not  in  necessary  self-defense,  in  the 
presence  of  two  or  more  persons,  draws  or  exhibits  any  deadly 
weapon  in  an  angry  and  threatening  manner,  or  who,  in  any 
manner  unlawfully  uses  the  same  in  any  fight  or  quarrel,  is 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  137.  Taking  of  weapons,  tools,  intoxicating  drinks 
or  other  articles  to  prisoners  prohibited.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  take  or  attempt  to  take  into  the  town  prison, 
or.  to  deliver  or  to  attempt  to  deliver  to  any  prisoner  therein 
•confined,  or  m  the  custody  of  any  officer  of  such  prison,  and 
weapon,  tool,  intoxicating  drink,  drug,  or  other  article  without 
the  consent  of  the  officer  in  charge. 

Sec.  lo8.  Obtaining  goods  under  false  pretenses.  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  within  this  town  to  obtain  any 
goods,  chattels  or  other  property  under  false  pretenses,  or  to 
enter  into  any  public  house,  shop  or  place,' and  call  for  refresh¬ 
ments  pr  other  article  or  thing  and  receive  the  same  and  de¬ 
part  without  paying  or  compensating  the  owner  thereof. 

Sec.  139.  Fighting  prohibited.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
two  or  more  persons  to  engage  in  a  fight  within  .the  limits  of 
thiV  town.

tained  in  any  dwelling,  store,  factory,  shop  or  office  building, 
where  the  same  is  or  shall  be  properly  constructed,  with  vent 
pipes1  passing  through  the  roof  of  the  building,  and  connected 
with  the  sewer  or  cesspool. 

Sec.  182.  Vagrancy.  Every  person,  except  an  Indian, 
without  visible  means  of  living,  who  has  the  physical  ability 
to  work,  and  who  does  not  for  the  period  of  ten  days  seek  em¬ 
ployment,  nor  labor  when  employment  is  offered  him  ; 

Every  healthy  beggar,  who  solicits  alms  as  a  business ; 

Every  person  who  roams  about  from  place  to  place  with¬ 
out  any  lawful  business ; 

Every  idle  or  dissolute  person  or  associate  o'f  known 
thieves,  who  wanders  about  the  streets  at  late  or  unusual  hours 
of  night ;  or  who  lodges  in  any  barn,  shed,  shop,  outhouse, 
vessel  or  place  other  than,  such  as  is  kept  for  lodging  purposes, 
without  the  permission  of  the  owner  or  party  entitled  to  the 
possession  thereof ;

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  partner¬ 
ship,  film  01  corporation  to  build,  construct  or  maintain  over 
any  of  the  streets  within  this  town  any  railroad  without  con¬ 
structing  and  maintaining  proper,  safe  and  suitable  crossings 
thereto,  to  the  approval  of  the  Town  Board.  It  shall  also  be 
unlawful  to  construct  or  maintain  any  railroad  over  any  of  the 
streets  o'f  this  town  without  maintaining  on  both  sides  of  such 
crossings  proper  and  suitable  cattle  guards  to  prevent  loose 
animals  from  crossing  said  guards  from  the  street. 

Sec.  184.  Penalty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanr, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  ninety-nine  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
town  jail  not  more  than  three  months,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment. 


CHAPTER  17. 

Motor  Vehicles. 

Sec.  185.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  operate 
motor  vehicle  or  motorcycle  on  any  street  within  the  corpor¬ 
ate  limits  of  the  Town  of  Orem,  Utah,  without  having  said 
vehicle  equipped  with  efficient  and  serviceable  brakes,  and 
with  a  signal  apparatus  consisting  of  a  horn,  bell  or  some  other 
suitable  device,  also  two  front  lamps  throwing  strong  white 
lights  sufficient  to  reveal  all  persons,  vehicles  or  substantial 
objects  for  distance  of  at  least  150  feet  in  the  direction  such 
vehicle  is  proceeding,  and  sufficient  side  illumination  to  indi¬ 
cate  any  person,  vehicle  or  substantial  object  10  feet  to  the 
side  of  such  vehicle  at  a  point  10  feet  ahead  of  such  lamps; 
said  vehicle  shall  also  be  equipped  with  a  lamp  on  the  rear 
showing  a  red  light  plainly  visible  in  the  reverse  direction  to 
which  the  vehicle  is  proceeding,  and  such  other  light  so  re¬ 
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fleeted  as  to  clearly  reveal  the  figures  on  the  rear  number 
plate,  provided,  that  a  motorcycle  shall  be  required  to  be  e- 
quipped  with  one  front  light  only.  All  such  lamps  or  lights 
shall  be  kept  burning  at  all  times  when  such  vehicle  is  in  use 
or  operation  on  the  street,  during  the  time  of  day  one  hour  af¬ 
ter  sunset  and  until  one  hour  before  sunrise. 

Sec.  186.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  on  a  vehicle  of  any 
kind  operated  upon  any  street  in  the  Town  of  Orem,  any  light¬ 
ing  device  of  over  four  candle-power  equipped  with  a  reflec¬ 
tor,  unless  the  same  shall  be  so  designed,  defected  or  arranged 
that  no  portion  of  the  beam  of  reflected  light  when  measured 
75  feet  or  more  ahead  of  the  lamps,  shall  rise  above  forty- 
two  inches  from  the  level  surface  on  which  the  vehicle  stands 
under  all  conditions  of  road.  Spot  lights  shall  not  be  used 
except  when  projecting  their  rays  directly  on  the  ground  and 
at  a  distance  not  exceeding  thirty  feet  in  front  of  the  vehicle. 

Sec.  187.  The  operator  of  a  vehicle  or  motorcycle  ap¬ 
proaching  or  passing  any  person  walking  in  a  street  of  the 
Town  of  Orem,  Utah,  or  any  horse  or  other  draft  animal  being 
led,  ridden  or  driven  thereon,  or  upon  any  bridge,  or  crossing 
at  an  intersection  of  any  street  ilhin '‘said  town,  shall  at  all 
times  have  the  said  vehicle  under  immediate  control.  And  if 
such  animal  appear  to  be  fright  ned,  or  if  the  person  in  charge 
thereof  shall  signal  by  raising  Is  hand  or  calling  the  operator 
shall  immediately  stop  his  vein  le.  If  traveling  in  the  opposite 
direction  the  operator  shall  1  old  his  vehicle  stationary  until 
such  animal  shall  have  had  reasonable'  time  to  pass  by;  and  if 
traveling  in  the  same  direction,  he  shall  use  reasonable  cau¬ 
tion  in  order  to  avoid  frightening  the  animal  or  causing  ac¬ 
cident;  and  in  approaching  sued  animal  or  passing  same  the 
operator  shall  not  use  the  exh:  st  cutout  of  his  vehicle,  or 
cause  any.  other  unnecessary  noise. 

Sec.  188.  No  person  operating  a  motor  vehicle  or  motor¬ 
cycle  upon  any  street  in  the  Town  of  Orem  shall  drive  the 
same  past  any  street  car,  interurban  or  other  passenger  train, 
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while  same  is  standing  still  for  the  purpose  of  letting  off  or 
taking  on  passengers  to  or  from  such  car  or  train. 

Sec  189.  When  any  operator  of  a  motor  vehicle  or  motor¬ 
cycle  shall  meet  on  any  street  in  the  Town  of  Orem,  any  per¬ 
son  or  persons,  riding,  or  driving  one  or  more  horses,  or  any 
other  draft  animal,  or  any  other  vehicle,  approaching  in  the 
opposite  direction, ‘the  operator  shall  turn  his  vehicle  to  the 
nght  so  as  to  give  one-half  of  the  traveled  roadway,  if  practic¬ 
able,  and  a  fair  opportunity  to  the  other  to  pass  by  without 
unnecessary  interference;  and  if  traveling  in  the  same  direc¬ 
tion,  he  shall  pass  to  the  left  side  of  the  person  or  vehicle 
overtaken,  and  the  person  or  vehicle  overtaken  shall  give  him 
a  fair  opportunity  to  pass. 

Sec.  190.  The  operator  of  a  motor  vehicle  or  motor¬ 
cycle  in  motion  in  any  street  in  the  Town  of  Orem,  shall  give 
due  and  timely  warning  by  using  his  signalling  apparatus,  to 
every  person,  or  person  riding,  or  driving  any  horse,  or  horses, 
or  horse  drawn  or  other  vehicle,  which  he  may  meet  or  ap- 
pioach;  and  he  shall  likewise  give  due  warning  and  reduce 
speed  upon  approaching  any  turn  or  other  dangerous  place, 
and  shall  keep  to  the  outer  edge  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the 
road,  and  indicate  the  way  he  intends  to  turn  by  extending  his 
arm  outside  of  the  vehicle  upon  any  street  in  said  town. 

Sec.  191.  In  case  o!f  accident  to  any  person  or  damage 
to  property  upon  any  street  in  the  Town  of  Orem,  due  to  the 
operation  of  a  motor  vehicle  or  motorcycle  thereon,  the  opera- 
toi  of  such  vehicle  shall  immediately  stop  and  upon  request 
of  the  person  injured  or  sustaining  damage  thereby,  or  of  any 
other  person  present,  give  such  person  his  name  and'  address, 
and  if  he  is  not  owner  of  such  vehicle,  then  the  name  of  the 
owner  thereof. 

Section  192.  No  person  shall  operate  a  motor  vehicle  or 
motorcycle  upon  any  street  of  the  Town  of  Orem,  whether, 
owner  or  operator  of  such  vehicle,  if  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  or  while  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor;  nor 
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shall  any  person  take,  use  or  operate  any  motor  vehicle  or 
motorcycle  upon  any  street  in  the  Town  of  Orem,  without  the 
permission  of  the  owner  thereof. 

Sec.  193.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  operating  a 
motor  vehicle  or  motorcycle  to  go  at  a  speed  within  the  limits 
of  the  Town  of  Orem,  at  a  greater  rate  than  eight  miles  per 
hour  in  crossing  any  street  or  intersection  thereof  or  at  a 
greater  speed  than  twenty-five  miles  per  hour  on  any  other 
part  of  a  street  in  said  town. 

Sec.  194.  Every  operator  of  a  motorcycle  or  motor 
vehicle  when  the  same  is  parked  or  not  in  motion  shall  before 
starting,  give  good  and  timely  warning  by  sounding  his  gong; 
and,  if  turning,  indicate  the  proposed  direction  by  the  motion 
of  his  extended  arm. 

Sec.  195.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  not  less  than  five  dollars,  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  not  more  than 
three  months  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 


CHAPTER  18. 

Nuisances. 

Sec.  196.  Slaughter  house,  market,  meat  shop.  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  slaughter  house, 
market,  meat  shop,  or  other  place  /.herein  any  animals  are 
slaughtered,  kept  or  sold,  to  permit  the  said  premises  or  yard 
connected  therewith  to  remain  unclean  to  the  annoyance  of 
three  or  more  persons,  or  in  any  state  or  condition  detrimen¬ 
tal  to  the  health  of  three  or  more  persons. 
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See:  197.  Dead  animals.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
—owner  of  any  animal  or  fowl  that  shall  die  or  he  killed  -within 
the  limits  of  this  town  to  fail  to -remove  or  bury  the  carcass  of 
such  animal,  within  ten  hours  after  its  death;  provided,  that 
■no  horse,  cow,  ox  or  other  large  animal  shall  be  buried  within 
the -closely  inhabited  portions  of  this  town. 

Sec.  198.  Unsound  food  or  offensive  matter.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  throw,  place  or  conduct  into  or 
upon  any  street,  alley,  lot  or  into  any  aqueduct,  ditch,  gutter 
or  canal,  any  putrid  or  unsound  meat,  fish,  hides  or  skins  of 
any  kind,  or  filth,  offal,  dead  animals,  vegetables  or  any  un¬ 
sound  or  offensive  matter  whatsoever ;  provided,  however,  that 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  spreading  of  manure  upon 
land  for  the  purpose  of  fertilizing  the  soil. 

Sec.  199.  Acts  and  omissions  deemed  a  nuisance.  Every 
act  or  thing  done  or  made,  permitted,  allowed  or  continued  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance. 

Sec.  200.  Marshal  to  abate.  In  case  of  neglect  or  re¬ 
fusal  of  any  person  to  abate  any  nuisance  defined  in  this 
'  chapter’  after  notice  in  writing  has  been  served  upon  him,  as 
provided  m  .section  202,  and  within  the  time  in  said  notice 
specified,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  town  marshal  to 
abate  or  procure  the  abatement  thereof,  and  the  expense  of 
such  abatement  shall  be  collected  from  the  person  so  offend- 
mg. 

Sec.  201.  Author  of  nuisance  defined.  Where  a  nuisance 
exists  upon  property  and  is  the  out-growth  of  the  usual, 
natural,  or  necessary  use  of  the  property,  the  landlord  there¬ 
of,  or  his  agent,  the  tenant,  or  his  agent,  and  all  other  persons¬ 
having  control  of  the  property  on  which  such  nuisance  exists, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  authors  thereof,  and  shall  be  equally 
liable  theiefor,  but  where  any  such  nuisance  shall  arise  from 
the  unusual  or  unnecessary  use  to  which  such  property  may 
be  put,  or  from  business  thereon  conducted,  then  the  occu- 
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pants,  and  all  other  persons  contributing  to  the  continuance 
of  such  nuisance  shall  be  deemed  the  authors  thereof. 

Sec.  202.  Notice  to  abate  nuisance.  In  ord  r  to  better 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  the  board  of  health 
may  serve  a  notice  in  writing  upon  the  owner,  occupant,  or 
agent  of  any  lot,  building  or  premises,  in  or  upon  which  any 
nuisance  may  be  found,  or  upon  him  who  may  be  the  cause  of 
such  nuisance,  requiring  him  to  abate  the  same  in  such  man¬ 
ner  as  the  board  of  health  may  direct,  and  within  a  reason¬ 
able  time  to  be  fixed  in  the  notice ;  and  failure  to  give  notice 
as  provided  herewith  shall  not  relieve  the  author  of  any 
nuisance  from  the  obligation  to  abate  such  nuisance,  or  from 
the  penalty  provided  for  the  maintainance  thereof. 

Sec.  203.  Duty  and  power  of  the  board  of  health.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health  to  ascertain  and  cause  all 
nuisances  declared  to  be  such  in  this  chapter  to  be  abated,  and 
said  board  shall  have  authority  in  the  day  time  to  enter  any 
house,  stable,  stored  or  any  building,  in  order  to  make  a 
thorough  examination  of  cellars,  vaults,  sinks,  or  drains;  to 
enter  upon  all  lots  tnd  grounds  and  cause,  all  stagnant  waters 
to  be  drained  off  and  pools,  sinks,  vaults,  drains,  holes  or  lowr 
grounds  to  be  cleaned,  filled  up  or  -otherwise  purified,  and  to 
cause  all  noisome  substances  to  be  abated  or  removed. 

Sec.  204.  Penalty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  cuf  this  chapter  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  ninety-nine  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the.  town  jail,  not  more  than  three  months,  or  by  both  such 
fine -and  imprisonment. 
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CHAPTER  19. 

Official  Bonds  and  Oaths. 

Sec.  205.  Bonds.  All  elective  and  appointive  officers  of 
this  municipality  shall,  before  assuming'  the  duties  of  office, 
file  with  the  town  clerk  an  official  bond  and  constitutional 
oath  of  office,  except  the  bond  of  the  clerk,  which  shall  be 
filed  with  the  treasurer. 

Sec.  206.  Sureties.  Official  bonds  must  be  signed  by 
the  principal,  and  one  corporate  surety  or  two  or  more  indi¬ 
vidual  sureties,  who  must  be  residents  and  householders  of 
tli is  town,  and  who  must  qualify  as  worth  the  amount  in  the 
bond  specified.  In  case  individual  sureties  are  furnished  each 
individual  may  qualify  in  less  than  the  amount  of  the  bond; 
provided,  that  the  amount  of  the  combined  qualification  of 
sureties  shall  be  twice  the  amount  of  the  bond. 

_  $cc-  207.  Approval.  Before  any  officer  of  this  munici¬ 
pality,  shall  be  entitled  to  assume  the  duties  of  his  office,  his 
bond  and  the  sureties  thereon,  must  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  208.  Amount  of  bond.  The  amount  for  which  the 
respective  officers  of  this  town  shall  give  bonds  as  above 
stated,  shall  be  as  follows,  namely:

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CHAPTER  20. 

Plumbing. 

Sec.  209.  Inspector  of  Plumbing.  The  office  of  inspec¬ 
tor  of  plumbing  shall  be  combined  with  such  other  office  as 
the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  designate  from  time  to  time,  and 
the  inspector  of  plumbing  shall  serve  without  extra  compen¬ 
sation. 

Sec.  210.  Duties.  The  inspector  of  plumbing  shall  per¬ 
form  all  duties  usually  required  of  such  an  official,  including 
the  inspection  of  all  drain  pipes  connecting  with  the  public 
sewer  system,  and  the  installation  of  all  plumbing  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  this  town.  Pie  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  or  may  be  prescribed  or  contemplated'  by  ordi¬ 
nance. 

Sec.  211.  Powers.  The  inspector  shall  have  power  in 
the  performance  of  his  official  duties  to  examine  any  build¬ 
ing  in  which  plumbing  fixtures  are  installed  and  to  condemn 
and  order  removed  any  plumbing  found  defective  or  unsani¬ 
tary  and  not  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 
When,  upon  examination,  any  plumbing  or  connections  there¬ 
to  in  any  building  or  other  structure,  shall  be  adjudged  dan¬ 
gerous  to  life  or  health,  the  inspector  of  plumbing  shall  im¬ 
mediately  notify  the  owner  of  such  building,  or  structure  or 
his  agent  or  the  occupant  thereof  to  have  the  same  removed 
or  repaired  within  ten  days  thereafter,  and  if  the  owner, 
agent  or  occupant  fails  to  so  do,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilt}  of 
a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  212.  Fees.  For  each  permit  to  do  plumbing  work, 
the  inspector  of  plumbing  shall  collect  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  which  shall  be  paid  by  him  into  the  town  treasury. 
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See.  213.  Permit.  Revocation.  No  permit  for  plumb¬ 
ing  woik  shall  be  issued  by  the  inspector  of  plumbing'  to  any 
person  other  than  a  qualified  plumber;  and  the  inspector  may 
at  any  time  revoke  a  permit  for  defective  work  or  other  cause. 

\o  plumbing'  work  shall  be  begun  without  first  obtaining" 
a  permit  therefor. 

Sec.  214.  The  discretion  of  the  inspector  of  plumbing-  in 
approving  or  accepting  work  as  provided  in  this  chapter  shall 
be  limited  by  such  rules  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  resolution  or  ordinances  and 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  construct  any  plumbing 
work  not  in  accordance  with  such  rules. 

Sec.  21a.  Final  inspection  and  approval.  Upon  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  any  work  done  under  a  permit  issued  by  authority 
this  chapter,  the  drain  layer  or  plumber  to  whom  such  permit 
was  issued  shall  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the  inspector 
of  plumbing,  and  thereupon  the  inspector  shall  make  a  final 
examination  of  the  whole  work,  and  if  found  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  this  chapter  he  shall  approve  the  same 
and  shall  issue  a  certificate  therefor,  and  he  shall  immediately 
thereafter  endorse  upon  the  certificate  application  upon  which 
the  permit  of  the  work  was  issued,  the  date  of  such  final  in¬ 
spection  and  approval.  All  such  applications  shall  be  kept 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  inspector  o'f  plumbing. 

Sec.  216.  Penalty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  in  any  sum  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty 
days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 
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CHAPTER  21. 

Prisoners  and  Town  Prison. 

Sec.  218  Commitment  until  fine  paid.  In  any  case  where 
a  party  is  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine,  under  an  ordinance  of  this 
town,  the  court  may  direct  that  he  stand  committed  to  the 
town  jail  or  to  the  county  jail  and  be  required  to  labor  until 
the  fine  is  paid,  not  to  exceed  one  day  for  each  dollar  of  fine. 

Sec.  219.  Jailor  to  adopt  rules.  Record.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  jailor  to  formulate  a  system  of  prison  rules,  and 
to  keep  a  record  in  which  he  shall  enter  a  statement  of  every 
infraction  thereof  committed  by  any  person  confined  therein. 

Sec.,  220  Further  duties  of  jailor.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  jailor  to  take  charge  of  the  town  prison,  to  cause  the 
same  to  be  warmed  and  lighted  when  it  shall  be  necessary, 
and  kept  clean  and  in  proper  order.  Pie  shall  have  the  custody 
of  the  inmates  thereof,  and  shall  see  to  feeding  and  other¬ 
wise  caring  for  them.  Pie  shall  see  that  all  rules  prescribed 
by  the  board  of  trustes  for  the  government  of  the  prison  are 
carried  into  effect. 

Sec.  221.  Prisoner  to  labor.  Whenever  any  person  is, 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  violation  of  any  town  ordi¬ 
nance,  and  Such  person  is  required  by  the  judgment  of  the 
court  to  labor,  such  labor  shall  be  performed  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  town  marshal.  If  committed  for  the  non-payment 
of  a  fine,  'for  such  work,  the  person  so  required  to  labor  shall 
be  allowed  one  dollar  for  each  day’s  work  on  account  of  such 
fine. 
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CHAPTER  22. 

Town  Clerk. 

Sec.  222.  Office.  Where.  Keep  records.  Certify  copies. 
The  town  clerk  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  place  of  meeting 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  or  some  other  place  convenient  there¬ 
to,  as  the  board  may  direct.  He  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal 
and  all  papers  and  records  Of  the  town,  and  keep  a  record  of 
all  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  whose  meetings  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  attend.  Copies  of  all  papers  filed  in  his 
office,  and  all  transcripts  from  all  records  of  the  board  of  trus¬ 
tees  'certified  by  him,  under  the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evi¬ 
dence  in  all  courts,  as  if  the  original  were  produced. 

Sec.  223.  Countersign  contracts.  He  shall  countersign 
all  contracts  made  in  be'half  of  the  town,  and  every  contract 
made  in  behalf  of  the  town  or  to  which  the  town  is  a  party 
shall  be  void  unless  signed  by  the  clerk. 

Sec.  224.  Duties  in  relation  to  finance.  Auditor.  The 
town  clerk,  shall  draw  and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the 
treasurer  in  pursuance  of  any  order  or  resolution  of  the  board 
of  trustees,,  and  keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  thereof  in 
books  provided  for  that  purpose;  shall  make  to  the  board  of 
trustees  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  order  of  the  board,  re¬ 
ports  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  town;  shall  make  and 
keep  a  list  off  outstanding  bonds,  to  whom  issued,  for  what 
purpose,  when,  and  where  payable,  and  the  rate  of  interest 
they  respectively  bear,  and  recommend  such  action  to  the 
board  of  trustees  as  shall  secure  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  such  bonds;  shall  report  annually,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  June,  to  the  board  of  trustees,  an  estimate  of 
the  expenses  of  the  town  and  the  revenue  necessary  to  be 
laised  for  the  current  year;  shall  keep  regular  books  of  ac~ 
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count  in  which  he  shall  enter  all  indebtedness  of  the  town,  and 
which  shall  at  all  times  show  the  'financial  condition  of  the 
town,  the  amount  of  bonds,  orders,  certificates,  or  other  evi¬ 
dences  of  indebtedness  issued  by  the  board  of  trustees,  the 
amount  of  all  bonds,  orders  certificates,  or  other  evidences  o> 
indebtedness  which  have  been  redeemed,  and  the  amount  ‘of 
each  outstanding;  shall  keep  accounts  with  all  receiving  and 
disbursing  officers  of  the  town,  showing  the  amount  they  have 
received  from  the  different  sources  of  revenue  and  the  amount 
which  they  have  disbursed  under  the  direction  of  the  board 
of  trustees ;  shall  examine  all  reports,  books,  papers,  vouchers, 
and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer;  shall  audit  all  claims  and 
demands  against  the  town  before  they  are  allowed  by  the 
board  of  trustees;  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  claims  pre¬ 
sented  and  the  action,  of  the  board  thereon;  shall  keep  a  book 
properly  indexed  in  which  he  shall  enter  all  contracts,  which 
book  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  all  persons  interested ; 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  ,  as  the  board  of  trustees 
may  provide  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  225.  Reports.  The  town  clerk  shall  make  a  report 
to  the  Board  off  Trustees  in  April,  July,  October  and  January 
in  each  year,  setting  'forth  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  the 
town  revenue,  specifying  in  said  statement  from  whence  de¬ 
rived,  and  for  what  disbursed,  with  amount  on  hand,  together 
with  a  complete  report  of  the  finnacial  condition  of  the 
town;  which  report  shall  be  forthwith  audited  by  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  226.  Pay  over  money.  Records.  The  town  clerk 
shall  pay  into  the  town  treasury,  all  moneys  belonging  to  the 
town  coming  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  office.  He  shah 
deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  the  corporate  seal,  together 
with  all  books,  papers,  records  and  other  property  in  his  pos- 
sion  belonging  to  the  town. 
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CHAPTER  23. 

Revenue.  General. 

Sec.  227.  Property  to  be  taxed.  All  property  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  this  town  which  now  is,  or  may  hereafter 
'be,  made  taxable  for  county  or  state  purposes  iy  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Utah,  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  for  municipal 
purposes'/  W 

Sec.  228.  Laws  of  State  govern.  The  assessment  on  all 
property  taxable  as  aforesaid,  and  the  collection  of  all  taxes 
levied  for  municipal  purposes  in  this  town,  shall  be  made  in 
the  manner  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Utah  for  the 
assessment  of  property  and  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the 
county  and  state  purposes,  and  the  redemption  of  tax  sales.' 

Sec.  229.  Taxes.  When  Levied.  After  the  receipt  by 
the  cleik  of  the  statement  of  the  county  assessor,  showing  the 
^gTegAte  valuation  of  all  taxable  property  within  the  town, 
as  provided  by  the  laws  of  Utah,  the  board  of  trustees  shall,  in 
the  month  of  July  in  each  year  at  a  regular  meeting  thereof, 
by  ordinance  or  resolution,  levy  on  the  real  and  personal  prop¬ 
erty  within  the  town  made  taxable  by  law  and  ordinance  as 
aforesaid.

Sec.  230.  Town  clerk  to  certify.  The  town  clerk  shall 
certify  the  ordinance  or  resolution  making  the  levy  to  the 
county  clerk  and  auditor,  immediately  after  the  passage  of  the 
same. 
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Sec.  231.  Uncollectable  taxes.  When  the  county '  treas¬ 
urer  shall  furnish  to  the  board  of  trustees  satisfactory  proof 
that  he  has  exhausted  all  the  taxable  property,  real  arid  per¬ 
sonal,  of  any  delinquent  tax  payer,  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
cause,  the  town  treasurer  to  credit  such  county  treasurer  with 
the  amount  of  the  tax  of  said  delinquent  remaining  unpaid.

CHAPTER  25. 

Seating  of  Halls. 

Sec.  233.  Seating  of  Halls.  All  theatres,  halls,  churches 
and  other  places  used  for  public  assemblies  of  any  kind  what¬ 
ever,  within  this  town,  shall  be  provided  with  sufficient  stair¬ 
ways  and  exits  to  enable  the  same  to  be  emptied  in  three  min- 
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utes,  and  the  doors  thereof  shall  swing  outward.  The  ques¬ 
tion  of  sufficiency  of  such  stairways  and  exits  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  234.  Unlawful  to  encumber  aisles.  It  shall  be  un¬ 
law  fid  to  encumber  or  fill  the  aisles  of  any  theatre,  '  hall, 
church  or  other  place  used  for  public  assemblies  of  any  kind 
with  chairs,  benches  or  other  things  so  as  to  in  any  manner 
prevent  or  impede  the  free  use  thereof. 

Sec.  23a.  Penalty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
ime  of  not  more  than  ninety  nine  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
m  the  town  jail  not  more  than  three  months,  or  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment.

Sec.  237.  Penalty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fme  of  not  more  than  ninety-nine  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  town  jail  not  more  than  three  months,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment. 
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CHAPTER  27. 

:  Telegraph,  Telephone  and  Electric  Wires  and  Poles. 

Sec.  238.  Bond  to  the  town.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  erect  any  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light  or 
electric  railroad  poles  within  the  corporate  limits  of  this  town 
unless  he  has  given  a  bond  to  the  town  in  the  sum  of  $10.- 
000.00,  conditioned  that  he  will  indemnify  and  save  the  town 
harmless  from  any  and  all  damages  that  may  be  caused  by  rea¬ 
son  of  the  telephone  or  electric  light,  or  electric  railroad  poles, 
or  the  wires  thereon  in  this  town.  Such  bond  shall  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  president  and  filed  with  the  clerk  before  the 
erection  of  any  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light  or  electric 
railroad  poles. 

Sec.  239.  Permits.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
erect  any  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light,  electric  railroad 
or  other  poles  in  any  of  the  streets  off  this  town  except  in 
strict  pursuance  of  a  permit  from  the  board  of  trustees,  which 
permit  must  be  on  the  ground  during  the  time  the  work  of 
erecting  any  such  pole  or  poles  is  in  progress,  and  must  be 
freely  exhibited  to  any  town  officer  asking  to  examine  it. 

Sec.  240.  To  whom  issued.  No  permit  for  the  erection  of 
any  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light,  electric  railroad  or 
other  poles  in  any  of  the  streets  of  this  town  shall  be  issued 
to  any  person  unless  he  is  a  holder  of  the  franchise  from  the 
town  granting  certain  specified  and  privileged;  uses  of  such 
streets. 

Sec.fl  241.  Applications.  All  applications  for  permits  to 
erect  poles  must  be  in  writing  addressed. to  the  board  of  trus¬ 
tees,  must  be  signed  by  the  person  desiring  to  erect  the  poles 
therein  specified,  and  must  state  the  place  or  places  where  it  is 
desired  to  erect  the  poles. 
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Sec.  242.  Size  of  poles  and  manner  of  erection.  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  within  this  town  to  erect  any  tele¬ 
graph,  telephone,  electric  light,  or  electric  railroad  poles  of  a 
size  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter  at  the  top,  or  which  vary 
more  than  six  inches  from  the  perpendicular  when  erected, 

Sec.  243.  Finish  of  poles.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  maintain  any  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light  or 
electiic  railroad  poles,  unless  such  pole  is  peeled,  neatly  trim¬ 
med  of  knots,  and  presenting  a  smooth  appearance;  and  said 
poles  shall  be  painted  black  for  a  distance  of  ten  feet  above 
the  surface,  of  the  street  grade  aipd  the  balance  of  such  pole 
painted  white,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  board  of  trus¬ 
tees. 

Sec.  244.  Height  of  wires.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  attach  any  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light,  or 
electric  railroad  wire  to  any  pole  in  the  streets  of  this  town 
at  a  distance  of  less  than  18  'feet  from  the  grade  of  the  street, 
•at  the  base  of  the  pole.  It  shall  likewise  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  attach  any  wire,  .except  guy  wires,  to  any  pole  al¬ 
ready  having  wires  thereon  used  for  a  different  purpose,  at  a 
distance. of  less  than. three  feet  from  wires,  previously  attach¬ 
ed,  provided,  that  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  pre¬ 
vent  any  person  already  having  wires  attached  to  a  pole, 
from  attaching  additional  wires  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than 
three  feet,  nor  from  preventing  any  person  when  authorized 
or  directed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  from  attaching  wires  to 
poles  at  a  distance  of  less  than  three  feet  from  existing  wires 
when  the  new.  wires  and  existing  wires  ale  used  for  similar 
currents;  provided  further,  that  when  directed  by,  the  board 
of  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  crossing  other  wires  or  obstruc¬ 
tions,  the  height  and  distance  of  wires  may  be  varied. 

Sec.  245.  Fire  alarm  or  police  telegraph.  In  case  the  cor¬ 
poration  of  the  town,  desires  at  any  time  to  put  in  operation 
any  fire  alarm- or  police  telegraph  system,  it  reserves  to  itself 
the  right  to  use  the  top  of  or  a  space  near  the  top  of,  any  and 
all  telegraph  and  telephone  poles,  free  from  expense,  for  the 
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purpose  of  attaching  wires  thereto  for  use  in  said  fire  alarm 
or  police  telegraph,  and  the  granting  of  any  franchise  to  any 
person,  co-partnership  or  company  to  erect  poles  for  any  of  the 
purposes  indicated  in  this  chapter,  shall  be  with  the.  above 
reservation  of  such  privilege  or  right. 

Sec.  246.  Poles  not  to  be  removed  or  injured.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  wilfully  or  negligently  injure, 
pull  down,  break  or  deface  any  telegraph,  telephone,  electric 
light,  or  electric  railroad  pole  or  wire,  insulator,  transformer  or 
electric  globe,  or  anything  connected  therewith,  erected  or 
standing  in  the  streets  of  this  town. 

Sec.  247.  Penalty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  ninety-nine  dollars,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  town  jail  not  more  than  three  months,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 


CHAPTER  28. 

Treasurer. 

Sec.  248.  Duties  generally.  The  town  treasurer  shall  re¬ 
ceive  all  money  belonging  to  the  town,  including  all  taxes, 
licenses  and  fines,  and  keep  an  accurate  and  detailed  account 
thereof,  in  such  manner  as  provided  in,  this  chapter,  or  as  the 
board  of  trustees  may  from  time  to  time  by  ordinance  direct, 
and  he  shall  collect  special  taxes  and  assessments  as  provided 
by  law  and  ordinance.  He  shall  make  a  settlement  with  the 
clerk  as  the  board  may  direct  at  the  end  of  every  month,  and 
tur.it  over  all  such  warrants,  interest  coupons,  bonds,  or  otheij 
evidence  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  town,  which  may  have 
been  redeemed  by  him  during  the  month,  taking  the  receipt  of 
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the  clerk  therefor,  and  nil  such  warrants'i  orders,  or  other  evi¬ 
dence  of  indebtedness'  shall  be  cancelled  by  him  and  have 
written  01  stamped  thereon  the  date  of  their  payment  or  re¬ 
demption. 

Sec.  249.  Payments.  He  shall  pay  no  money  out  save 
upon  lawful  warrant,  except  bonds  and  interest  coupons, 
which  when  due,  may  be  paid  upon  presentation,  or  in  case 
the  same  are  payable  at  some  other  place,  then  the  money  for 
their  redemption  shall  be  sent  to  the  place  where  they  are  pay¬ 
able  in  time  to  meet  such  payments  when  due. 

Sec.  250.  Warrants  paid  in  order.  All  warrants  shall  be 
paid  in  order  in  which  they  shall  be  presented,  and  the  treas- 
ui  er  shall  note  upon  the  back  of  each  warrant  presented  to 
him,  the  date  of  such  presentation,  and  when  payment  is 
made,  the  date  of  such  payment;  provided,  that  any  warrant 
shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  in  case  a  sufficient  amount  of 
money  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  to  pay  all  warrants  issued 
previous  to  such  warrant. 

Sec.  251.  Receipts.  The  treasury  shall  give  every  per¬ 
son  paying  money  into  the  town  treasury  a  receipt  therefor, 
specifying  the  date  of  payment  and  upon  what  account  paid ; 
and  he  shall  also  (file  a  duplicate  of  such  receipt  with  the 
clerk  at  the  date  of  his  monthly  report. 

Sec.  252.  Public  money  to  be  kept  separate.  The  treas¬ 
urer  shall  keep  all  money  belonging  to  the  town  separate  and 
distinct  from  his  own  money.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the 
president  that  the  treasurer  is  making  profit  out  of  public 
money,  or  using  the  same  for  any  purpose  not  authorized  by 
law,  the  president  shall  suspend  the  treasurer  from  office,  and 
upon  his  conviction  for  such  offense,  his  office  shall  become 
vacant. 

Sec.  253.  Reports.  Registry  of  warrants.  The  treasurer 
shall  report  to  the  board  of  trustees  monthy  at  the  regular 
meeting,  giving  a  full  a, id  detailed  account  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  since  his  last  report,  and  the  state  of  the  treas¬ 
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ury.  He  shall  also  make  an  annual  report  on  or  before  the  31st 
of  December  of  each  year.  He  shall  keep  a  registry  of  all 
warrants  redeemed  and  paid  during  the  year,  describing  such 
warrants,  their  date,  amount,  number,  the  fund  from  which 
paid,  and  the  person  to  whom  paid,  specifying  also  the  time 
of  payment.  And  all  such  warrants  shall  be  examined  by  tie- 
board  of  trustees  at  the  time  of  making  said  reports. 

Sec.  254.  Special  Funds.  All  moneys  on  any  special  as¬ 
sessment  shall  be  held  by  the  treasurer  as  a  special  fund,  to 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  improvements  for  which  the 
assessment  was  made,  and  said  money  shall  be  used  for  no 
other  purpose  whatever. 

Sec.  255.  Shall  deliver  property  to  his  successor.  The 
town  treasurer  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  now  or 
hereofter  be  required  by  law  or  ordinance,  and  his  books  of 
account  shall  be  the  property  of  the  town,  and  shall  together 
with  all  money,  papers  and  other  property  in  his  possession 
belonging  to  the  town,  be  delivered  to  his  successor  in  office 
immediately  after  such  successor  shall  have  been  duly  elected 
or  appointed  and  qualified. 


CHAPTER  29. 

Vacancies. 

Sec.  256,  How  filled.  In  case  any  vacancy  shall  exist  in 
any  elective,  or  appointive  office  of  the  town,  except  the  office 
of  president,  the' president  shall  appoint,  subject  to  confirma¬ 
tion  by  the  board  of  trustees,  a  suitable  person  to  fill  such 
vacancy,  who  shall  qualify  and  give  bond  in  the  same  manner, 
perform  the  same  duties,  exercise  the  same  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as  the  officer  whose  office  shall 
become  vacant. 
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CHAPTER  30. 

Water  Works. 

Sec.  257.  Shall  be  under  exclusive  control  of  city.  The 
water  works  constructed  by  the  -Town  of  Orem  to  supply  the 
Town  /of  Orem  with  water  from  any  source  shall  be  known 
and  designated  as  the  Town  of  Orem  water  works ;  they  shall 
be  the  property  of  said  town,  and  shall  be  under  the  sole  and 
exclusive  control  of  the  Pi  eSiclenV  and  Boaid  of  Trustees, 
who  may  from  time  to  time  direct  the  construction  of  such 
reservoirs,  water  tanks,  water  mains,  service  pipes  and  fire 
hydrants  as  the  necessities  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  may 
require. 

Sect.  258.  Superintendent  of  water  works.  The  Presi¬ 
dent  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
dees,  shall  appoint  a  superintendent  of  water  works.  The 
'  S^erintendeht  of  water  works  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
President  and  Board,  of  trustees,  have  charge  of  the  reser¬ 
voirs,  water  tanks,  water  mains,  fire  hydrants  and  all  the  ma¬ 
chinery  and  appurtenances'  appertaining  to  the  water  works 
lie  shall  have  the  direction  of  the  laying  of  the  water  mains 
and  the  putting  in  of  all  service  pipes  and  the  regulation  of  the 
water  supply  to  the  Tire  hydrants  .and  to  all  (the‘  water  takers. 
Pie  shall  report  to  the  board  of- trustee's"  quarterly,  or  oftener 
if  required,  his  doings  as  superintendent,  the  condition  of  the 
water  works,  and  make  such  suggestions  as  the  nature  of  the 
service  may  require.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
are  or  may  hereafter  be  imposed  on  him  by  .ordinance,  order 
or  resolution  of  the  board  of  trustees  in  relation  to  the  water 
works  of  the  town,  and  upon  retiring  from  office  shall  immedi¬ 
ately  turn  over  to  his  successor  all  property  and  effects  in  his 
hands  belonging  to  the  Town): 
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Sec.  259.  Superintendent  to  be  assessor  of  water  rates. 
The  superintendent  of  water  works  shall  be  the  assessor  of 
water  rates  of  the  city  water  works,  and  as  such  he  shall  make 
an  annual  assessment  for  water  against  the  owners  of  prop¬ 
erty  having  made  application  therefor,  based  on  the  rates 
established  by  ordinance  and  dating 'from  the  first  of  January 
of  each  year.  Pie  shall  charge  to  each  person  the  amount  as¬ 
sessed  against  him. 

Sec,  260.  Assessments.  Upon  such  an  assessment  be¬ 
ing  made,  the  superintendent  of  water  works  shall  turn  over 
on  or  before  January  15th,  of  each  year  the  water  assessment 
roll  to  the  board  of  trustees  and  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
refer  them  to  the  town  clerk  for  verification1  of  the  total 
amount  of  said  rolls;  report  on  said  rolls  shall  be  made  by  the 
town  clerk  to  the  board  of  trustees  on  or  before  February  1st, 
succeedin'.;  the  date  of  receiving  the  same.  The  town  clerk 
shall  debit  the  town  treasurer  upon  the  books  of  his  office  with 
the  total  of  said  assessment  and  shall  turn  the  assessment 
rolls  over  to  the  treasurer,  who  shall  on  or  before  February 
15th  notify  all  property  owners  of  the  rates  assessed  against 
them.  The  town  treasurer  shall  collect  all  water  rates  and 
shall  hereby  be  empowered  to  enforce  the  payment  of  delin¬ 
quent  wmter  rates  by  an  action  at  law  in  the  corporate  name. 
All  rates  shall  become  due  as  in  these  ordinances  provided, 
and  shall  be  delinquent  on  the  first  day  of  the  following 
month.  Within  ten  days  after  the  rates  become  delinquent, 
the  town  treasurer  shall  furnish  the  superintendent  of  water 
water  rates  with  a  list  of  all  rates  remaining  unpaid,  and  it 
shall  be  the’ duty  of  said  superintendent  to  turn  off  the  water 
from  the  premises  of  said  delinquents,  and  the  water  shall  not 
again  be  turned  on  until  all  rates  are  paid,  together  with  $2.00 
additional  for  the  cost  of  turning  on  the  water.  No  allowance 
shall  be  made  for  the  non-use  off  water  for  a  period  of  less  than 
three  months.  Any  water  user,  to  avail  himself  of  the  abate¬ 
ment  of  the  non-use  of  water  shall  report  to  the  superintendent 
and  have  the  water  turned  off  from  his  premises. 
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Sec.  261.  Fire  hydrants.  All  public  fire  hydrants  shall 
be  under  the  control  of  and  shall  be  kept  in  repair  by  the  sup¬ 
erintendent  of  water  works,  and  in  case  of  fire,  the  'fire  de¬ 
partment  and  such  others  as  the  superintendent  of  water 
works  shall  authorize,  shall  have  free  access  to  said  hydrants. 
No  other  person  shall  open  or  operate  any  fire  hydrant,  or  at¬ 
tempt  to  draw  water  therefrom  or  obstruct  the  approach 
thereto. 

Sec.  262.  Unlawful  to  interfere  with  fire  hydrants.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  run  a  vehicle  against  a 
(fire  hydrant  or  in  any  wise  injure  the  same,  or  without 
authority,  draw  or  attempt  to  draw  water  therefrom. 

Sec.  263.  Wrenches  for  the  fire  hydrants.  Wrenches  for 
fire  hydrants  shall  be  furnished  by  the  superintendent  of 
water  works,  for  the  use  of  members  of  the  fire  department, 
and  to  such  other  persons.as  he  may  deem  proper,  and  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  otfficer  or  member  of  the  fire  department, 
or  other  person  'having  charge  of  one  or  more  of  said  wren¬ 
ches,  to  permit  the  same  to  be  taken  from  their  place  of  depo¬ 
sit,  or  to  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  author¬ 
ized  by  the  superintendent  of  water  works. 

Sec.  264.  Application  for  water.  Whenever  any  proper¬ 
ty  owner  desires  to  obtain  a  supply  of  water  from  the  town 
water  works  he  shall  make  application  therefor,  in  writing,  to 
the  superintendent,  and  sign  an  agreement  that  he  will  be 
governed  by  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
this  chapter,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  trustees 
'for  the  control  of  the  water  supply;  said  application  must 
state  the  location,  kind  of  building,  the  number  of  rooms  and 
the  entire  area  of  the  ground  to  be  supplied,  and  truly  and 
fully  state  the  purpose  for  which  the  water  is  to  be  used.  Said 
application  having  been  filed,  the  superintendent  of  water 
works  is  authorized  to  connect  the  main  or  service  pipes  to 
the  pipe  of  the  applicant,  at  a  point  most  convenient  for  sup¬ 
plying  the  premises  of  the  applicant;  to  each  service  pipe 
there  shall  be  attached  at  the  curb,  a  meter,  a  stopcock  and 
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key  box,  which  shall  be  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  sup¬ 
erintendent  of  water  works. 

Sec.  265.  Service  pipes.  All  service  pipes  used  under 
ground  shall  be  of  cast  iron,  extra  strong  lead,  galvanized 
iron,  or  tin  lined  lead,  and  laid  not  less  than  four  feet  below 
the  grade,  and  of  sufficient  strength  to  stand  the  water  pres¬ 
sure;  and  all  such  work  alterations,  or  extension  thereof,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  size  of  the  pipe,  must  be  to  the  acceptance  of 
the  superintendent.  No  extension  of  service  pipes  shall  be 
made  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  therefor  from  the  sup¬ 
erintendent,  and  no  service  pipe  less  than  one  inch  in  diam¬ 
eter  shall  be  connected,  with  the  water  mains  at  the  junction 
of  any  streets  in  the  town,  and  no  extension  shall  be  made 
to  any  key  box  being  attached  to  the  junction  of  such  service 
pipe. 

Sec.  266.  Unlawful  to  permit  unauthorized  person  to 
use  water.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  cor¬ 
poration  receiving1  water  from  the  Town  of  Orem  water  works 
to  permit  any  person  from  other  premises  or  any  unauthor¬ 
ized  person  to  use  or  obtain  water  from  his  premises,  or  water 
fixtures,  whether  inside  or  outside  of  his  building',  and  if  any 
water  user  be  found  guilty  of  so  doing  his  water  supply  may 
be  shut  off  and  the  amount  he  has  paid  shall  be  forfeited 
to  the  town.  Any  person  violating  any  o if  the  provisions  of 
this  section  and  any  person  using  or  obtaining  water  from 
the  premises  of  another  or  the  fixtures  of  another,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  267.  Water  fixtures  to  be  kept  in  good  repair.  All 
persons  taking  water  shall  keep  their  service  pipes,  connec¬ 
tions  and  other  water  apparatus  in  good  repair,  and  protected 
from  frost  at  their  own  expense,  but  no  person,  except  under 
the  direction  of  the  superintendent,  shall  be  allowed  to  dig  in 
the  streets  or  sidewalks  'for  the  purpose  of  laying,  removing 
or  repairing  any  service  pipe. 

Sec.  268.  Unlawful  to'  waste  water.  It  shall  be  unlaw¬ 
ful  (for  any  water  taker  to  waste  water,  or  allow  it  to  be 
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wasted  'by  negligence,  by  having  imperfect  stops  or  valves, 
or  leaky  joints  or  pipes,  or  by  allowing  tanks  to  leak  or  over¬ 
flow,  or  wastefuliy  run  it  through  basins  or  other  apparatus, 
or  to  use  the  water  for  purposes  other  than  those  which  have 
been  paid  for,  or  in  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  for 
controlling  the  water  supply  and  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter.  And  any  water  taker  found  guilty  of  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  section  may  have  his  water  supply  cut  off 
and  all  payments  forfeited,  unless  such  person  promptly  pay 
such  additional  charges  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  superin¬ 
tendent,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  269.  Unlawful  to  take  water  without  paying  there¬ 
for.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  himself,  'family, 
servants  or  agents  to  take  or  use  water  coming  through  the 
water !  mains  without  paying  therefor  as  herein  provided,  or 
without  authority,  to  open  any  stopcock,  valve  or  other  fixture 
attached  to  the  system  of  water  supply,  or  in  any  way  to  in¬ 
jure,  deface  or  impair  any  part,  or  any  appurtenance  of  the 
water  works,  or  to  cast  anything  into  any  reservoir  or  tank 
of  said  water  works. 

Sec.  270.  Unlawful  to  take  water  .after  it  has  been  turn¬ 
ed  off  by  the  superintendent.  It  shall  be  unlawful  fol  any 
person,  after  the  water  has  been  turned  off  from  his  prem¬ 
ises,  on  account  of  non-payment  of  dues,  or  for  violation  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  the  water  supply,  to  turn 
the  water  on  again  or  allow  the  water  to  be  used  without 
authority. 

Sec.  271.  Fountains  and  sprinklers.  Fountains  and 
sprinklers  for  lawns,  gardens,  yards  or  sidewalks,  shall  not  be 
operated  during  a  fire.  No  fountain  attachment  shall  be 
greater  than  one-quarter  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  and  there 
shall  be  a  stopcock  to  each  fountain  attachment  which  shall 
be  under  the  control  of  the  superintendent.  Sprinklers  for 
lawns,  gardens,  or  yards  must  be  used  only  Ifor  the  purpose 
paid  for,  and  during  the  time  determined  by  the  board  of 
trustees.  No  nozzles  for  sprinkling  shall  be  more  than  one- 
fourth  of  an  inch  in  diameter. 
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Sec.  272.  Sprinkling  wagons.  Sprinkling  wagons  and 
wagons  for  the  delivery  or  distribution  of  water  must  be  filled 
from  hydrants  designated  for  the  purpose,  unless  otherwise 
permitted  by  the  board  of  trustees  and  shall  be  regulated  and 
controlled  by  the  superintendent. 

Sec.  273.  Continuous  streams  of  water.  Continuous 
streams  of  water  shall  not  be  permitted  to  flow  from 
hydrants,  faucets  or  stops  over  wash  basins,  water  -closets  or 
urinals,  or  from  any  apparatus  for  drawing  water. 

Sec.  274.  Free  access  for  superintendent.  Free  access 
shall  at  all  ordinary  hours  be  allowed  to  the  superintendent  or 
other  authorized  persons  to  all  places  supplied  with  water,  to 
examine  the  apparatus,  the  amount  used  and  the  manner  of 
using  water,  and  any  water  taker  violating  any  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  controlling  the  water  supply,  shall  forfeit  all 
payments  made  and  rights  to  the  use  of  water. 

Sec.  275.  Town  not  liable  for  damage.  The  town  cor¬ 
poration  shall  not  be  held  liable  for  damage  to  any  water 
taker  by  reason  of  any  stoppage  or  interruption  Of  his  water 
supply,  caused  by  scarcity  of  water,  accidents  to  works  or 
mains,  alterations,  additions,  repairs  or  other  unavoidable 
causes. 

Sec.  276.  Posts  near  water  pipe.  No  telegraph  posts, 
hitch  or  other  posts  shall  be  put  down  or  set  within  four  feet 
of  any  water  service  pipe,  or  within  six  feet  of  any  main  pipe, 
except  by  order  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

Sec.x  277.  Unlawful  to  use  water  for  irrigation.  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  user  of  water  from  the  Town  of  Orem 
water  works  to  use  or  apply  water  taken  or  received  from  or 
through  said  water  works,  hydrants,  mains  or  service  pipes, 
for  the  irrigation  of  any  lands,  fields,  crops  or  gardens  what¬ 
soever,  provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  prevent  the  use  of  water  regularly  and  legally  re- 
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eeived  from  the  Town  of  Orem  water  works  being  used  in  the 
watering  of  lawns  and  flower  peds  and  around;  and  about  the 
homes  of  the  lawful  users  of  water  from  said  water  works. 

Sec.  278.  Tampering  with  meters,  pipes,  etc.,  forbidden. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  connect  on  to  any 
main,  service  pipe,  hydrant,  valve,  or  water  meter  in  or  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Town  of  Orem  water  works  without  the  per¬ 
mission  of  the  superintendent  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  foi 
any  person  to  disconnect  any  mains,  pipes,  joints,  valves, 
meters  or  stopcocks  or  faucets  of  the  Town  of  Orem  water 
works  or  connected  therewith  without  the  permission  of  the 
superintendent  or  in  any  other  manner  or  way  to  tamper  with, 
change,  loosen,  or  deface  any  meters,  valves,  pipes,  joints, 
stopcocks  or  other  water  works  equipment  of  the  Town  of 
Orem  water  works. 

Sec.  279.  Rates.  The  annual  water  rates  for  the  supply 
of  water  for  this  town  are  hereby  fixed  ,  and  established  as 
follows,  to-wit : — 

For  each  home  or  family  supplied  with  water,  $24.00,  pay¬ 
able  in  four  equal  installments,  $6.00  on  the  first  day  of  Jan¬ 
uary,  April,  July,  October  of  each  calendar  year. 

Sec.  280.  Penalty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment. 
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Section  II.  That  these  revised  ordinance  in  30  Chapters, 
Sections  numbered  consecutively  from  1  to  280,  both  inclu¬ 
sive,  be  published  by  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

Section  III.  That  these  revised  ordinances  take  effect 
ten  days  after  the  date  of  their  passage. '
